The cation exchange 
capacity of the soll medium protects the root systern and allows it to produce thousands more root structures, thus producing thousands more square inches 
f Fool surface atec., The greater the root surface area. the more efficient the nutrient uptake for faster growth. 

‘The early 1900s did not have the advanced technology of today . Equipment for testing nurtient solutions Gnd plant tissue such as the gas-liquid chromotographic 
assay (GLC), thin-layer chromotographic assay (TLC) and sophisticated atomic absorption equipment were not available.

A NEW DRUG COURIER PROFILE REVEALED

It was funded by EPIC, the El 
Paso Intelligence Center, an umbrella 
group comprising such drug-war partici- 
pants as the DEA, FBI, INS, Customs, 
Federal Aviation Administration, Coast 
Guard, and the Bureau of Alcohol, To- 
bacco, and Firearms. 

According to Hollander, though the film 
focuses on cocaine cases in New Mex- 
ico, it is used throughout the country to 
train highway patroimen. In a 52-day pe- 
riod, the film reports, the police noticed 
these tendencies: 


1. Most of the cars were driving west- 
bound. 

2. Many of the suspects were Colom- 
bian. This means that anyone not notice- 
ably white may be suspect. 

3. The cars were not registered to the dri- 
vers. 

4. The cars smelled from deodorizer. 

5. The suspects “readily” consented to 
search. 

6. The drivers admitted they were paid to 
drive the cars. 

7. The suspects claimed no knowledge 
of the cocaine in the cars. 

8. The drivers were told to leave the vehi- 
cles in Los Angeles or Las Vegas and to 
call a beeper number. 

9. The cars had recently been registered 
in New York, Florida, California, or 
Nevada. 

10. Most of the drivers were from Miami, 
Florida.

11. The cocaine was found in false com- 
partments in various parts of the cars. 

Hollander reports that the film’s narra- 
tor stressed that the officers should “look 
beyond the citation.” (Meaning look for 
evidence of illegalities other than what 
the vehicle was stopped for.) 

The film's most important section, ac- 
cording to Hollander, is “the stop.” “The 
film says that no matter what you have 
heard about profiles, pretext stops are 
not legal. You must have a violation of the 
motor vehicle code in order to stop a vehi- 
cle. This statement shows that the au- 
thors of the film do not understand the 
concept of the pretext stop. A pretext stop 
presumes that the officer had a legitimate 
reason to stop the car but would not have 
stopped the car but for his desire to 
search for drugs.” 

After the “legal” stop, the film advises

Lehder Gets Life 


Carlos Lehder Rivas, the so-called Col- 
ombian cocaine kingpin convicted last 
May of importing 3.3 tons of nose 
powder into the US, was sentenced in 
July to a maximum term of life without 
parole plus 135 years by Florida judge 
Howell W. Melton. Prosecutor Robert 
Merkle portrayed Lehder as the flamboy- 
antly loony czar of the media-famed 
Medellin Cartel (said to also include 
Pablo Escobar and Jorge Ochoa), which 
Merkle asserted was responsible for 
80% of all the coke smuggled into the US 
(guess Ollie North handled the remain- 
ing 20%, eh?). The dramatic five-month 
trial saw such frivolities asa cart heaped 
with 126 kilos of cocaine rolled into the 
courtroom as a visual aid, and the defen- 
dant’s assertion that the prosecutor was 
blackmailing the judge (dismissed as 
information coming from a prison in- 
mate with ‘‘a history of mental 
problems” who's made such wild claims 
before), but didn’t, unfortunately, see re- 
solutions to such questions as Lehder’s 
business links to Panama's Gen.

And speaking of that certain off-the- 
shelf covert-community Enterprise, The 
Christic Institute's tawsuit alleging a 
grand design of guns-and-drugs busi- 
ness going back to Southeast Asia in the 
early ‘60s was thrown out of a Miami 
court in late June by US District Court 
Judge James Lawrence King. The judge 
said that the civil suit filed by the Insti- 
tute against 29 individuals (including 
such shadow-world badguys as Jorge 
‘Ochoa, retired Gen. Richard Secord, 
\ran-Contra weasel Albert Hakim, ex-ClA 
spooks Ted Shackley and Tom Clines, 
World Anti-Communist League agitator

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PISSING AGAINST 
AN ILL WIND

“A lot of them didn’t know they were 
doing anything wrong,” a federal 
investigator told a New York Times 
reporter, when asked how it was So easy 
to get tapes of crooked Defense 
Department consultants incriminating 
themselves over open telephone lines. 
“These people never expected that 
anyone could be listening. They didn't 
see themselves as dopers; they 
considered themselves businessmen.” 

“Dopers.” Yeah, that's the term used 
by the feds conducting Operation II! 
Wind, to refer to DoD consultants who 
sell verboten “privileged” information— 
industrial dope—to private contracting 
firms for big bundles of illegal bribe 
boodle. Although the FBI and Naval 
Investigations snoops, who carried out 
Ill Wind between 1986 and this summer, 
haven't so far exposed any malfeasance 
relating directly to the dope trade, the 
process of gathering incriminating dirt 
on all these greedy scumbuckets was 
obviously as easy and satisfying as 
running any routine narcotics 
investigation. “It was a one-shot deal,” 
one fed recalled of a typical Il Wind 
operation, “almost like a deal where you 
go out with a narcotics buy and make an 
arrest.” 

Applying this sort of narco-squad 
terminology to a classic investigation of 
colossal defense industry corruption is 
extremely apt right now. Just last spring, 
in what was (let us pray) the climactic 
spasm in a long drawn-out rapture of 
collective antidope hysteria in our'80s, 
Congress enacted a clutch of 
passionate legislation forcibly ordering 
the DoD to involve itself in the dope 
trade, whether they wanted to get 
involved or not. The antidope 
millenarians in government had had 
enough of the Pentagon's inexplicable 
pussyfooting when it came to the War on 
Drugs. Congress had abolished posse 
comitatus years ago, openly inviting the 
DoD to unleash all its myrmidons on 
noncombatant civilians for the first time 
since Reconstruction; and the 
Administration had bullied every civilian 
law enforcement agency from the Coast 
Guard to the FBI into accepting any 
“assistance” the Pentagon might feel 
lief to impose on them. But still the 
damned Pentagon wouldn't, for 
imponderable reasons, snatch at this 
opportunity to plant a soldier with an M- 
16 on every urban street corner, and 
finally show all of us spoiled, smug, 
self-satisfied Americans what it's like to 
live in just about every other country in 


the modern world. So now in the spring 
of ‘88, at the advent of a dope-obsessed 
presidential campaign season, 
Congress resolved that if the Pentagon 
had to be whipped to the enterprise, so 
be it. 

‘And at precisely the same time, 
providentially, Operation Ill Wind blew 
into the front pages, showing us all 
something supremely instructive. In the 
Pentagon itself all these years, the very 
belly of the Beast, there's been a steady 
procession of venal crumb-bums 
prepared to break the law for money, 
and do it every single day as part of their 
jobs, and who never even apprehended 
that what they were doing was wrong. 
Look how efficient it all was, anyhow! 
These Pentagon guys would take money 
away from Unisys for slipping them 
classified technical data from 
McDonnell-Douglas, and then soak 
Douglas for high-tech data from Unisys’ 
secret DoD files, and so everything was 
better all around for everyone. The DoD 
procurement budget benefited directly 
in the short term, because once each of 
these companies had been illegally 
apprised of its competitors’ lowest bids 
to take on a given Pentagon contract, 
they could always figure out ways to do 
it even cheaper, and accordingly put in 
an even lower bid; and we all benefited 
in the long run, because once all these 
competing companies were illegally 
apprised of all their competitors 
privileged technical data, why, the 
general pace of technological 
advancement in American industry must 
have accelerated at least a 
hundredfold. So simple! So lovely! To 
these Pentagon procurement clerks, 
and to the civilian DoD consultant, who 
middlemanned the graft between them 
and the big corporations, it was all 
obviously so splendidly practical that 
hell, all this criminally-untaxable bribe 
money they were making from it was. 
nothing less than their rightful portion. 
Legal, schmeagle: it would have been 
dishonorably stupid for them not to take 
the money, and let someone else take 
it, right? 

When the Ill Wind defendants begin 
explaining themselves, their motives, 
and the world they inhabit, to 
congressional committees and McNeil- 
Lehrer and federal juries, this is exactly 
what you'll hear: they didn’t know it was 
wrong then and they still don’t think it is 
wrong now, because they could see 
a little further than the written law 
(remember Fawn Hall?), and in that 
illuminated perspective it was 
absolutely right. 


CASE IN POINT 


Now, if all these Pentagon 
consultants were prepared to break the 
law for the mere scores of thousands of 
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dollars these private corporations could 
lavish on them, how can anyone expect 
them to stand fast against the millions 
which dope traffickers like Pablo 
Escobar can afford to fling around? If 
they can rationalize their graft as 
patriotic for mere pennies, what 
rationalizations won't they come up with 
for pounds? And whenever matters of 
narcotics are involved, people of this 
nature are always capable of justifying 
their obscene behavior by twists of 
reasoning that an ordinary person, 
unexposed to temptations of this 
magnitude, would consider absolutely 
insane. 

When the first Byzantine convolutions 
of Operation III Wind began to unfold in 
the papers, | wistfully began scanning 
them for mention of a particular 
government consultant in California 
named Ted Schramm, and for a North 
Carolina contract firm called Compu- 
Chem. So far they haven't cropped up, 
which might well be a sign that neither 
is culpable in the slightest indictable 
misdemeanor. So since I'm no longer in 
the investigative-journalism dodge 
anyhow, but only a superannuated 
spinner of ancient dope lore, | might as 
well explain why they leapt together to 
my mind like that. It goes way back. 

Itwas in the spring of 1982, in fact. a 
good ways back past the federal statutes 
of limitations, that a selection of 
consultants for various federal agencies 
and private-sector chemical companies 
assembled one day in a Pentagon 
conference room for a lively new 
contract bid-auction. The Department of 
the Navy was soliciting a single lab 
company that could analyze several 
thousand-score urine specimens every 
month, procured from every branch of 
the US Armed Services, looking through 
them for traces of illegal dope with a 
process called GC/MS, (gas 
chromatography with mass 
spectrometry). 

This was an unprecedented wet- 
dream of a DoD contract. GC/MS is such 
a phenomenally expensive chemical 
Procedure that even if the contractors 
cut their bid offer to /ess than the 
‘operational bone, the volume of money

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OMI BALLOT MEASURE DEFEATED

The Oregon Marijuana Initiative (OM!) 
failed to collect sufficient signatures for a 
ballot referendum to legalize personal 
use and growing of cannabis on private 
property in Oregon. 

“We turned in 65,611 signatures,” says 
OMI director John Sajo. “The number re- 
quired to get on the ballot is 63,578. Usu- 
ally, in a petition drive like this the lowest 
number of signatures declared invalid is 
around 10%, but 30% of our signatures 
were declared invalid.’ 

While this represents a set-back for the 
cannabis reform movement, it is by no 
means a death blow in Oregon. The or- 
ganization is currently gearing up to get 
on the ballot in 1990. 

“Our access to votes was really limited 
this year,” says Sajo. "We were hassled 


constantly while trying to collect 
signatures. 

‘OMI was not the only initiative that suf- 
fered. Several other petition drives, in- 
cluding an anti-nuke initiative and a 
property tax initiative, both of which had 
appeared on previous ballots, failed to 
collect enough signatures. 

The primary reason was lack of access 
to the large shopping malls, especially 
the Fred Meyers’ chain. During the final 
month of the signature drive, dozens of 
petitioners were arrested as soon as they 
set foot on the malls. Sajo himself was ar- 
rested twice. 

“The petition process is in a lot of trou- 
ble here in Oregon,” says Sajo. “In 1990, 
we'll also be petitioning for the right to col- 
lect signatures on privately-owned 
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places that the publicis invited to [use]. In 
the past, petitioning always took place in 
the downtown shopping areas. However, 
the creation of the shopping malls has 
made it difficult to approach the public 
without crossing onto private land. The 
people that own the shopping centers 
don't want to allow any political activity. 
This is becoming an extremely important 
issue here. The grassroots organizations 
have been shut out and the democratic 
process is suffering greatly. However, we 
have until July 1990 to prepare for the 
next election, and we're confident we can 
get on the ballot. The feeling here is that 
we're getting stronger every year.”

DOPING OUT THE 
VP CANDIDATES

Counterculture voters customarily ap- 
proach national elections in a state of 
acute indecision, since customarily nei- 
ther national political party has very much 
of a positive nature to offer the counter- 
culture, and both parties typically are es- 
pecially negative in matters pertaining to 
drugs in general and drug-taking in parti- 
cular. In the election slated for next 
month, however, there is one signal dif- 
ference between the voting records of the 
vice presidential candidates which might 
assist counterculture voters in making up 
their minds. 

Both Republican Senator Dan Quayle 
of Indiana and Democratic Senator Lloyd 
Bentsen of Texas have advocated fero- 
cious antidrug legislation over the years, 
of course. Both have initiated or sup- 
ported legislation to involve the US mili- 
tary in drug interdiction, the erection of 
new prisons to incarcerate drug offend- 
ers, federal support for marijuana eradi- 
cation on government property, the 
imposition of drug-urinalysis testing on 
public employees, and numerous other 
vigorous but so far wholly futile antidrug 
initiatives. 

In 1979, Senator Bentsen, however, 
actually authored, sponsored, and en- 


acted one particular piece of legislation 
which authorities in the drug field agree 
had an immediate and conspicuous im- 
pact on the national drug problem. This 
involved putting a chemical called pipera- 
dine, the prime ingredient in the manufac- 
tuare of the drug PCP (phencyclidine, or 
“Angel Dust”) on Schedule One of the 
DEA ist of controlled substances. Prior to 
that time, clandestine bathtub chemists 
had been able to synthesize PCP literally 
in their kitchen sinks, with the result that 
the drug was widely peddled by unscru- 
pulous street dealers to youngsters, as 
well as by unscrupulous dealers misrep- 
resenting PCP as something else: “THC” 
most often, or as “marijuana”, whenever 
they'd spray some parsley or oregano 
with PCP, and hope the user would think it 
was merely bad marijuana. Since PCP is 
a terrifically disorienting anesthetic drug, 
promoting hallucinations and convul- 
sions in large doses, its virtual disappear- 
ance from the street _burn-artist's 
pharmacopoiea after 1979 was deeply 
appreciated by legions of marijuana con- 
sumers, most of whom were unaware 
that they had Sen. Lloyd Bentsen—a sol- 
idly right-wing, antidrug ideologue—to 
thank for it. 

As for Sen. Quayle, cocaine consum- 
ers might be equally grateful to the Illinois: 
senator for a historic introduction that oc- 
curred in his very own Washington office 
in the early spring of 1983. It was then, re- 
calls celebrated Contra benefactor John 
Hull, that he came up from his ranch in 


Costa Rica to Washington, DC, to lobby 
for aid to the Nicaraguan contras and 
wound up in Sen. Quayle’s office. Hull 
maintains that he visited Quayle simply 
because, since he was raised in Indiana, 
itwas only natural for him to lobby with an 
Indiana senator. In any case, Hull discov- 
ered on Quayle’s staff an extremely help- 
ful young legislative aide named Robert 
Owen, charged by Quayle with handling 
“Southeast Asian and Central American 
affairs.” Within weeks of their introduc- 
tion, as Owen testified in 1987 before the 
Iran-Contra committees, he was inspect- 
ing the Contra-resupply operations at 
Hull’s Costa Rica finca and elsewhere 
throughout the region, taking note of all 
the cocaine smuggling that was tran- 
spiring there. And with the continuous as- 
sistance of Hull, Owen, and numerous 
other patriotic associates of Sen. Quayle, 
the Contras over the next few years ran 
long tons of the finest cocaine the Medel- 
lin Cartel had to offer into the US, as a 
matter of abundant court and congres- 
sional testimony. After Quayle was nomi- 
nated to run with George Bush last 
summer, John Hull told Newsday: “I think 
Dan Quayle and Rob Owen are two of the 
finest people on the face of the earth.” 

Counterculture voters therefore actu- 
ally have a clear choice between the Re- 
publicans and the Democrats, for a 
change, going into next month's elec- 
tions. “I know as much,” guarantees Dan 
Quayle, “about national security as any- 
body, with few exceptions.” @

I smelled a lot of reefer, though—not 
quite as much as | have at a Grateful Dead 
cor Pink Floyd concert, but enough to no- 
tice it off and on throughout the day as | 
wandered around the stadium. When | 
was finishing a joint of my own, a security 
guard approached me and told me to “put 
that stuff out.” | did, and told the man if | 
had known he was on duty behind me | 
wouldn't have lit up in his face, that | real- 
ized he had a job to do. After that, | sat 
staring at the giant Budweiser bottle, 
shaking my head at the absurdity of what 
had just happened. 

Later on, Stevie Wonder commented 
on drug abuse with an anti-crack mes- 
sage. He said the important thing was for 
everyone to realize that God is the ulti- 
mate high, not crack and other drugs, and 
that we have to show love, encourage- 
ment, and opportunity to people who 
have drug problems. 

We must educate the reigning cultural 
majority of the United States to distin- 
guish between drug use and drug abuse. 
Vengeance is no excuse for a health pol- 
icy. The current pro-war political debate 
is exclusively over the tactics of ven- 
geance. Our politicians have forgotten 
about love, encouragement, and 
‘opportunity. 


| n July | went to the Budweiser Super- 
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George Bush would like us to elect him 
as our president by promising to victim- 
ize drug users in order to save our coun- 
try from itself. I'd like to comment on the 
specifics of his program, but the tough- 
sounding Mr. Bush is not very specific. 
Since he has, supposedly, been in charge 
‘of much of the Reagan Drug War, more of 
the same can be expected from the Bush 
Drug War. Judging from the Reagan ad- 
ministration’s years and the effect its poli- 
cies have had on the drug markets—if you 
want to keep drug prices and profits high, 
vote for George Bush. 

Michael Dukakis also promises tough- 
ness on the drug issue. His claim is that 


he'll be a better manager than Bush has 
been, and he is probably right. Like Bush, 
Dukakis would appoint a drug czar. (Does 
anyone remember who our energy czar 
was?) The Democrats, stung by the per- 
missive label pinned on them by the Re- 
publicans, see the drug issue as a golden 
opportunity to establish their 
toughness. 

The Democrats view marijuana much 
the same way as the security guard at Su- 
perfest—please, not on my watch. No- 
tably absent from Dukakis’ position 
Papers is support for “Zero Tolerance” 
and “Getting tough on the user” rheto- 
ric. If you want a slightly more sensible, 
problem-solving approach, vote for Mi- 
chael Dukakis. 

Yet Dukakis refuses to make a choice 
between repression and reform, and this 
is the juncture our country stands at. 

The Democrats want to play it safe, 
and win, But no one wins by playing it 
safe. The “please, keep it out of sight” ap- 
proach to drug use and abuse is, in fact, 
the root of drug abuse problems in 
America. The great strides we've made in 
coming to terms with alcoholism have 
been made by peeling away the layers of 
denial our culture has used to insulate it- 
self from taking reponsibility for problem 
drinking. We have educated the reigning 
cultural majority that our turning away 
from alcoholism enables alcoholics to 
turn away from facing their problems. 

We must learn from our successes, and 
we must treat other drugs the same way 
we treat alcohol. This doesn’t mean legal- 
izing cocaine and heroin, but it does mean 
distinguishing between use and abuse, and 
an end to stigmatizing drug users. Prohi- 
bition is a refusal to acknowledge reality, 
a refusal to accept responsibilityandexer- 
cise it. 

The “drug problem” is really a prob- 
lem with the morality of our politicians. 
They seek to advance their own careers 
by pursuing unachievable objectives with 
policies that are proven failures. We 
need, instead, to pursue achievable objec- 
tives with policies based on successful 
models. 

Using this standard, only Ron Paul, the 
Libertarian Party candidate, seems to 
have learned anything from our past. Mr. 
Paul thinks all drugs should be legalized. If 
you want the public to know you sup- 
port a radical change, vote for Ron Paul.

OUTLAW NATION 


THE THEORY OF THE BI-POLAR WORLD

At the end of WWII, American foreign 


policy was based on the theory of the bi- 
polar world. Cold war analysts theorized 
that the entire world could be divided 
into two hostile groups—alllies of the US 
or the Soviet Union. Policy makers in the 
US saw no room for neutrality. Reagan 
claims that the struggle against the 
other side—the “Evil Empire’—is still 
being fought in military battlefields in 
Central America, southern Africa, and 
other remote areas. 

The bi-polar theory was a simplifica- 
tion of George Orwell's tri-polar world, 
vividly described in his book, 1984. In 
this utopia there were three super- 
powers, all in the northern hemisphere. 
One superpower included western Eu- 
rope and North America, another in- 
cluded the Soviet countries, and a third 
was based on the Japanese vision of 
“Greater Asia” which they attempted to 
put together during WWII. In Orwell's 
novel this was composed of China, Ja- 
pan, Indochina, and the Pacific rim 
countries. 

For 20 years hard line analysts did not 
distinguish differences in the govern- 
ments of Communist countries. They did 
not understand that China's self-interest 
differed from the Soviet Union's, or that 
Communist North Korea had a still differ- 
ent perspective. Instead, they saw all 
Communist countries molded into a dis- 
ciplined bloc. Of course, they were 
wrong. 

In the early '80s far-right theorists de- 
veloped a revisionist bi-polar theory. Yes, 


they conceded now, there was some in- 
| dependence in the Soviet bloc, and 
| China was not an ally of the Soviet Union. 
China, they said, had the potential to be 
a superpower, but at present it was only 
an underdeveloped country which could 
defend itself, and probably would not be- 
come adventurist in the forseeable fu- 
ture. Proof of that, they said, was that it 
had no allies on its borders. The Com- 
munist countries in Indochina were (and 
still are) Vietnam (allied to the Soviet 
Union), and Cambodia and Laos (which 
ave governments dependent on the 
Vietnamese). That left the Soviet Union 
to contend with. Voila!: The revised bi- 
polar theory. 

Then some right-wing theorists came 
up with a new bright idea. They had no- 
ticed that the Soviet bloc and NATO bloc 
| countries spent roughly the same 
amount on arms and armies. However, 
| the NATO countries have a much larger 
economic base. As a percentage of the 
economy, it costs the Soviets more to 
maintain an army than it does the West. 

To really mess up the enemy they said, 
let's increase military spending as a per- 
centage of the economy. No big wars, 
just research on armaments. The Soviets 
would have to match the increases, and 
trying to keep up with our accelerated re- 
search would hurt them a lot more than it 
would hurt us. 

Also, let's make friends with China, 
which the analysts had by now agreed 
was hostile to the USSR. This would give 
the Soviets a stronger hostile neighbor 
on its eastern border. Different theory, 
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same approach. 
| Reagan bought the idea, and started 
to increase spending as a percentage of 
| the Gross National Product (GNP)* during 
the first years of his administration. The 
| growing federal deficit eventually 
stopped these increases. 

All of these theories have flaws obvi- 

ous to any observant person. They do not 
| take nationalism or the self-interest of 
| other countries into account. The US's al- 
| lies think of themselves first as English 
or French or Dutch, then as Europeans, 
and then as US allies. That is how the 
people of every country feel, including 
| citizens of the Soviet bloc nations. Their 
self-interest comes first. One US ally— 
New Zealand—said “no thanks” to nu- 
clear weapons in its territory. New 
Zealanders took that position because 
they believed it was in their self 
interest. 

An imperialist state can hold national- 
ism or peoplehood in check with force. 
But as soon as a weak spot develops, na- 
tionalistic passions come to the surface. 
Recent examples are the Armenians, 
Palestinians, and Poles. As soon as the 
Soviet Union loosened its military grip on 
the other “People’s Republics” under its 

| control, their differences began to 
explode. 

The bi-polar theory has wreaked havoc 
‘on the US economy. The huge increases 
in military spending have caused the as- 
tronomical federal deficit, higher real in- 
terest rates, and a lack of funds for

civilian programs as well as industrial re- 
search and development. 

In 1956 President Dwight Eisenhower 
started US support for the South Vietna- 
mese dictatorship. Eventually the US 
dropped billions of dollars on the war.? 
While the war was going on, some oppo- 
nents claimed that it was stealing money 
from key areas of our technology-based 
economy. Research, development, edu- 
cation, and plant renewal were starved 
as tax dollars were spent on a hopeless 
war. Opposition economists warned that 
the economy would not really feel the 
crunch until fifteen or twenty years down 
the road. How right they were. 

The Japanese spend a fraction of what 
the US does on its military (they are for- 
bidden to spend more under the terms of 
the WWII surrender agreement). In- 
stead, they use their surplus funds for re- 
search and development, gearing things 
to applied technology and development 
of consumer goods. We see their payoff 
every day—in almost every area of tech- 
nological advance and manufacturing 
the Japanese and other Asian countries 
are outpacing the US and Europe. In the 
past five years the Japanese have shifted 
some of their efforts to basic research, 
formerly the US's forte. The other west- 
ern country with limited military expendi- 
tures—West Germany—also has an 
economy outpacing the rest of the bloc. 

The real threat to the US is not an inva- 
sion ofits territory or western Europe's by 
the USSR, but of the US becoming tech- 
nologically second-rate. For the past 
100 years the US has been pulled by the 
engine of invention. If this sputters, the 
US can look forward to a declining posi- 
tion in the world, no matter how large its 
expeditionary forces. 

As compared to the US, the Soviet 
Union occupies a much less strategic po- 
sition. Its western, southern, and east- 
ern borders face hostile neighbors, and 
it has no warm-water ports (those which 
remain open through winter). Yet Gorba- 
chey, the Soviet leader, sees economic 
stagnation caused by the drain of mili- 
tary expenditures as more of a threat 
than having a less powerful army. He has 
said quite bluntly that unless they can 
devote more money to non-military tech- 
nology, they will be left behind. 

Reagan's dealings with Gorbachev are 
a recognition of the fact that there are 
more than two orbits in the world. They 
have taken a message handed to them 
by the Iran-Iraq war. Here are two coun- 
tries which could be rich and powerful 
from oil income, but instead they squan- 
der their wealth and people on fruitless 
campaigns which produce only deaths. 
As the two belligerents lose their eco- 
nomic power, they become irrelevant 
internationally.

that the DoD would still have to pay 
them, in enormous regular lumps, would 
render the company a magnet for well- 
heeled private investors, guaranteeing 
splendid long-term corporate 
expansion. Better yet, the point of this. 
Pentagon piss-test project was to run 
courtroom-quality “confirmation” 
assays on servicepeople's urine specs 
which had already been deemed 
tentatively “positive” for dope by the 
cheap-shot mass-screening tests used 
in regional armed-services labs. So the 
lucky company that landed this piss-test 
confirmation contract would not be 
merely going into business with the 
DoD, but into court with them, for 
hundreds and hundreds of messy, 
protracted, endlessly expensive piss- 
test cases. Every time the DoD would try 
to cashier an individual soldier or sailor 
‘on the basis of GC/MS work done by the 
contract firm, they would inevitably have 
to call in a company chemist to give 
endless hours of top-dollar expert 
scientific court-martial testimony. So 
once the DoD married itself to some 
lucky chemistry company over this, 
contract, the fortunate bride would be 
set for generations of steady mazuma 
from the government. 

Now, of all the ugly corporate sisters 
that flocked hopefully to this Pentagon 
bid-auction in the spring of 1982, one 
of the least prepossessing Cinderellas 
imaginable was this shabby little firm 
called Compu-Chem, a North Car¢ a 
subsidiary of the tremendous Mead 
timber-and-paper combine. Set up in 
the '70s by Mead to monitor the 
environmental pollution incidental to 
big timbering operations, Compu-Chem 
had flourished amain under the Carter 
administration; their conduit into 
Carter's big-spending Environmental 
Protection Agency was a brilliant young 
Washington consultant named Ted 
Schramm, who, among many other 
things he did very well, worked for a few 
‘seasons in the White House Office on 
Drug Policy, helping them link up their 
poppy-and-pot eradication programs 
with the appropriate pesticide- 
manufacturing firms. So those were 
wonderful days for Mead Compu- 
Chem, the industrial pollution 
watchdog. 

But this was 1982 now, and the new 
President—who firmly believed that 
trees are a major source of air pollution 
in North America—was no friend of 
companies leeching off the EPA. EPA 
contracts had become so skimpy, in 
fact, that Compu-Chem was now well in 
the way of becoming the prime loss- 
leader in the Mead corporate family. 
“They were scared to death over there,” 
‘one of Compu-Chem’s neighbors across 
the quad at Research Triangle Park 
recalled for me, much later on. “All they 


had was row upon row of gas- 
chromatography mass-spec machines, 
and nothing to run through them. Then 
suddenly the Navy put out this 
humongous drug-urinalysis 
project...” 

Now, just try to imagine what it would 
have been like for the poor scared-to- 
death corporate representatives of 
Mead Compu-Chem, on the day of that 
historic 1982 Pentagon bid-auction, if 
everything had been conducted 
according to the strict letter and spirit of 
the law. All the competing chernical 
companies, including the major industry 
leaders like Smithkline Beckman and 
Finnegan MAT, had submitted their 
lowest-possible bid estimates the day 
before, along with Compu-Chem, in 
hermetically-sealed envelopes to the 
Navy Department's special piss-testing 
consultant. Ina moment, then, this 
omnipotent individual would announce 
the lowest bid received, and in the 
moment after that, Compu-Chem would 
either go into bankruptcy court, or into a 
grand everlasting new tomorrow that, 
would put everyone there on the 
government tab for the rest of their 
lives, and their grandchildren’s too. Just 
try to imagine the drama, the 
unspeakable tension, the stark terror of 
that moment, if everything had been 
conducted to the strict letter and spi 
of the law. 

In the event, the Navy's special piss- 
testing consultant, Ted Schramm, 
announced that of all the sealed bids 
that had been placed in his custody the 
day before, the lowest figure at this. 
point in time was Mead Compu- 
Chem's. His own client! 

‘And so today, more than six years 
later, Compu-Chem (there is no 
“Mead” to it any more) is the 
acknowledged leader of the burgeoning 
body fluid-monitoring and employee 
surveillance industry. Besides the DoD 
now, their piss-test portfolio includes 
silk-stocking Fortune 500 corporations, 
minor and major-league sports 
organizations, municipal governments. 
insurance agencies, police 
departments, prisons of all 
jurisdictions, detox and rehab centers, 
criminal-defense law firms, and entire 
school districts. Their expert chemists 
fill volumes of court transcripts every 
season with scientific testimony, and 
their new California piss-test plant puts 
their old Research Triangle digs to 
shame. As for Ted Schramm, he now 
Tuns his own Los Angeles corporate 
consulting firm, specializing in matters 
pertaining to drug abuse, its early 
prediction, detection, and 
compassionate top-dollar treatment. All 
this pumps so much money into the 
economy, why, you just have to be 
grateful that there is such a thing as 
statutes of limitations. Otherwise the III 
Wind investigators might be interested 
ina story like this. @

Marijuana smokers face a tough choice, 
because this will be a close election. No 
doubt, the people who care solely about 
how much money they can make selling 
marijuana will vote for George Bush, be- 
cause Bush is good for business.

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Can Mushroom Extracts Fight AIDS? 
Stephen L. Peele Thinks SO

Scrapes with the state of Florida, the DEA and 
other mycologists have cost him plenty, but Peele 
continues to fight for his belief that mushrooms are 


an overlooked key in our battle against disease.

April 21, 1987, 8 AM. Stephen 
Peele, his wife Cathy and daughter 
‘Tami had already put in a full 
morning feeding the chickens, cats 
and birds and were just sitting for 
breakfast when the fighting cocks 
tethered around the perimeter of 
their trailer-home began to crow. 
Peele got up from the table and went 
to check the fuss: two unmarked but 
unmistakably official cars had just 
pulled into their drive. 

“Hell, honey, we got company. 
Better take Tami and leave this to 
me.” 

It wasn’t the first time official cars 
had come calling: the trailer also 
serves as home to the Florida 
Mycology Research Center, a 
company that gets its share of 
surveillance. Cathy and Tami already 
knew the routine: they gathered their 
food and left the room. 

Peele met the strangers, two 
women and one man, at the door. 
The women were Federal DEA 
agents; the man was from the State 
of Florida’s Department of Health 
and Rehabilitative Services. They 
were conducting a spot inspection of 
Peele’s Research Center, an act 
allowable under the DEA guidelines 
for Schedule 1 drug-permit holders. 

Normally the process is fairly 
painless: agents verify that licensees 
and permit-holders are 
manufacturing what they claim to be 
manufacturing, that records of 
distribution are in order, and that all 
Schedule 1 drugs are being handled 
in accordance with DEA guidelines. 

But Peele knew something was up 
when the agents decided to stick 
around. He suddenly found himself 
accused of distributing a “new and 
unapproved drug” for human 
experimentation and was ordered to 
stop the distribution immediately or 
face a $5,000 per day fine, retroactive 
for four years, and a jail term of up to 
60 days. He was stunned and angry. 

“[ tried to explain that I make 
mushroom extractions for laboratory 
testing, which is in vitro research 
and which calls for no state licenses. 
But the state agent kept telling me I 
was making drugs for in vivo 
research, which involves HUMAN 
testing. I tried to explain the 
difference. I even asked those DEA 
gals to explain it. They just sat there 
and didn’t say a word. And as soon as 
I told that son of a bitch he didn’t 
know what in the hell he was doing, 


that’s when he started writing me 
up.” 

Py the time Peele’s wife Cathy 
called to see whether she and Tami 
could return, the Mycology Research 
Center was shut down. 

According to the DEA agents 
present, the inspection was the result 
of arequest by Peele to expand his 
federal permits to include both 
Schedule 2 and 3 drugs. According to 
Peele it’s likely that the real reason 
for the inspection and shut-down 
was a news story carried by ABC 
television—Channel 3 in 
Pensacola—in which he had 
suggested that since certain 
mushrooms had shown promise as 
immune-system enhancers in the 
human body, some mushrooms 
might be helpful in the treatment of 
AIDS. 

On June 19, 1987, two months after 
the initial inspection, the same state 
investigator, M. Gregory Jones, 
returned to the Center for a 
follow-up. This time he wrote Peele 
up for “operating as a drug 
manufacturer without a permit,” 
among other violations. 

Neither of the inspections had the 
drama of a bust, but as far as Peele 
was concerned they had a similar 
impact. His livelihood was cut-off; he 
was living under threat of fines and 
imprisonment; and promising 
programs using Peele’s mushroom 
extractions in medical research were 
stopped. Worse, according to Peele, 
those researchers he was working 
with—the National Cancer Institute 
and the University of Arizona among 
them—were contacted by both the 
State of Florida and the DEA and 
told to cease working with the 
Florida Mycology Research Center. 
Peele's credibility was shot. 

Five months after the initial 
shut-down, with the help of two 
lawyers and two Congressmen he 
had enlisted in his cause, Peele 
received a letter from the State of 
Florida exonerating him of any crime 
or wrongdoing. He was permitted to 
re-open for business. 

Unfortunately his problems 
weren't over—shortly after receiving 
the State letter, Peele received a 
letter from the DEA requesting him 
to voluntarily surrender his Schedule 
1 permits. He has refused to do so 
and thus far there has been no 
further action taken by the DEA. But 
the cloud of controversy still hangs 
over his operation and many of his 
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former research associates consider 
working with Peele a risky 
proposition. 

Who is Stephen Peele and what is 
the Florida Mycology Research 
Center? Whose toes has he stepped 
on? Why does he continue his uphill 
battle against authorities apparently 
determined to break him? 

Peele has been working with 
mushrooms since 1972, when he 
began amassing what is in all 
likelihood the largest spore bank in 
the United States, containing more 
than 15,000 different mushroom 
strains. In 1982 he founded the 
Independent Mushroom Growers 
Network, a society with members 
worldwide devoted to the exchange 
of mushroom information; in 1983 he 
began publishing The Mushroom 
Culture, a quarterly journal devoted 
to mushroom cultivation. In 1984 he 
applied for and received the 
first—and possibly only—DEA 
Schedule 1 permits ever given for the 
cultivation and distribution of 
psilocybes and other hallucinogenic 
mushrooms. He has pioneered the 
use of hydroponics in the cultivation 
of mushrooms and adapted several 
other growing aids to the art of 
mushroom cultivation, among them 
the use of the dual-element ion 
generator to prevent culture 
contamination. He has written 
articles on all phases of 
mushrooming for magazines and 
journals, including HIGH TIMES 
and he has been used as an expert 
witness in several legal cases. 

He’s managed to make a living 
selling his journal, spore prints, 
mushrooms and growing aids to 
mushroom enthusiasts (and recently 
added a two hour video on 
mushroonss to his line). His personal 
interests have evolved in the past 
few years to include an examination 
of mushrooms for their medical 
potential. And that interest seems to 
be a sore point with a number of 
people. 

The idea itself is not new: Chinese 
and Japanese chemists have already 
discovered anti-cancer, anti-tumor, 
antibiotic and anti-viral activity in 
mushroom extractions; French 
scientists have been studying 
immune-enhancing mushrooms in 
their search for an AIDS inhibitor, 
and we're all aware of the 
importance of fungi-based medicines 
like penicillin and cyclosporin. 

But, as Peele points out, very little

mushroom-related medical study 
goes on in the United States, in part 
due to the archaic and negative 
attitudes many medical people hold 
about mushrooms and in part due to 
the complex state and federal laws 
governing the use of “new and 
experimental drugs,” a tangled 
bureaucratic mess. 

So Peele finds himself waging 
battles on two fronts: while he fights 
to get the medical community in this 
country to realize the potential 
benefits to be derived from the 
experimental use of mushrooms (a 
battle made more difficult since he’s 
not a member of that community), he 
must also fight the bureaucracy 
which prohibits such 
experimentation. And in the course 
of waging those wars he has found 
himself at odds with a large segment 
of the mushrooming community who 
think the heavy-stepping of aman 
who makes the bulk of his living 
from the sale of hallucinogenic 
mushroom spores will only inhibit 
acceptance of mushroom 
experimentation in the medical 
field. 

Some mycologists think Peele is a 
dreamer or, worse, a charlatan 
looking for headlines. Others feel he 
is a visionary. At the very least he is 
the most controversial mycologist 
working in the United States today. 

I decided to pay him a visit to see 
for myself. 


A VISIT TO THE 
FLORIDA

On the flight to Pensacola I 
wondered about Peele. I'd never met 
him and only spoken with him twice 
by phone, but I'd read some of his 
articles and he seemed to know his 
stuff. He ought to have been living a 
good life, selling spores and 
mushrooms and taking people on 
walks through cow pastures. Instead 
he'd brought the State, the Feds and 
half the mushroom community down 
on himself. I wasn’t sure whether I 
was about to meet Don Quixote or a 
lunatic. 

Peele introduced himself while I 
waited on a rent-a-car line. He was 
fortyish, grey at the temples, thin and 
handsome. He had a slightly haggard 
look around his eyes, a little beaten. 
But he also had an infectious smile 


and a warm handshake. 

“Mister Gorman, I presume?” he 
asked with something of a drawl. 

Inodded and we said hello. He 
seemed in good spirits and happy 
that HIGH TIMES had thought 
enough of him to send a reporter to 
interview him. 

I followed him in my rental car out 
to a motel he knew, then rode in his 
car to the Center. I asked him when 
his problems started. 

“First time HIGH TIMES did an 
article on me. November, 1983. The 
day after that issue hit the stands I 
had four men parked in a blue 
compact down at the end of my 
driveway for three days.” He paused 
and lit a cigarette. “I still can’t figure 
‘out where they ate, where they slept 
or even where they shit, ‘cause they 
didn’t leave that car for a minute,” he 
laughed. 

“That's what you get for publishing 
in HIGH TIMES.” 

“Hell, your readers are the most 
knowledgeable mushroomers in the 
country.” 

“What about the scholarly 
mushroom crowd? The Mycology 
Society?” 

“You're shitting me now. They're 
so busy patting themselves on the 
back for finding new strains of oyster 
mushrooms, they can’t begin to see 
what mushrooms can do.” 

I could see why he'd alienated a 
few people. 

We turned off the main road into a 
woody area. Through that we broke 
into cow pasture land. The grass was 
dry and browning.” 

“Hope you weren't expecting to 
pick psilocybes. We haven't had any 
rain in nearly a month.” 

We turned up a long, rutted drive, 
passed a ramshackle one-story house 
and pulled up in front of a trailer. 
Kids’ swings, an old Mustang being 
cherried-out, and barbed wire 
covered much of the front lawn. It 
looked less like a research center 
than I'd imagined. 

We stepped from the car into the 
blazing afternoon heat. A tethered 
reddish-brown rooster suddenly 
cocked its head at me and charged, 
wings flapping and legs kicking 
wildly, the tether stopping it before it 
reached me. 

“You don't want to get too close to 
those roosters, Mister Peter. They'll 
tear your ass up.” 

“You fight cocks?” 

“Just a little protection.” He

pointed out a number of them 
circling the trailer, all tethered and 
kept just out of reach of one another. 
“You just try sneaking up on this 
trailer.” 

I met his wife Cathy—a pretty 
brunette—as we stepped into the 
trailer. She was off on an errand, and 
we had the place to ourselves for a 
while. The trailer itself was neat and 
simply furnished: photographs 
graced the walls; two bird cages 
hung from the living room ceiling; 
kittens scampered underfoot. 
Hanging across the wall above the 
couch were several “Special 
Mushroom Issues” of HIGH TIMES, 
‘some mushroom photographs and a 
beautiful Psilocybe cubensis spore 
print. 

While I looked at the spore print, 
Peele pulled a handful of papers 
from a back room and put them on 
the kitchen table. 

“Take a look at these,” he said. 

“What are they?” 

“Well you mentioned the Mycology 
Society before and said the fellow 
you spoke with didn’t have a high 
regard for my work. Before we start 
talking I just want you to understand 
that not everybody agrees with 
him.” 

Tlooked through the papers: most 
were from major universities and 
research labs. Some of them were 


simple requests for mushrooms, 
cultures or spore prints, but others 
were requests for information 
concerning specific mushrooms and 
some talked of the possibility of 
starting research projects with 
Peele. 

“Now when the government came 
in here and shut me down, all those 
projects were stopped cold.” 

“But I've got the State letter here 
saying you could re-open. What's 
holding you back? 

“When the State shuts you down 
they tell the people you're working 
with. They say you can re-open; they 
do not call those people back up and 
tell them it’s okay to work with you 
again. Lots of these people lost 
confidence in me with that 
shutdown.” 

“What was it exactly that pissed 
them off so much?” 

He walked to a refrigerator and 
pulled out a small tube filled with a 
dark liquid. It was marked lentinan. 
“This is an extraction from the 
shiitake mushroom, a common, 
ordinary mushroom used in 
restaurants.” He pulled out a Journal 
of Pharmacology and read from an 
article by Gerald R. Falona on 
Immune Modulating Treatment for 
AIDS: “Lentinan is a remarkable 
immune enhancer, reported to be 
effective in the treatment of 
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encephalitis, herpes and some 
endo-viruses. Not available in the 
United States.” 

He turned back to me. “Well I 
decided it was time to see what 
Jentinan could do. So I went through 
the FDA and applied for permits to 
distribute this extraction—and 
others, but all from choice, edible 
mushrooms—to patients with AIDS. 
I offered to supply the doctors of 
these patients—at no charge 
whatsoever—with these extractions. 
These patients would be monitored 
by their own doctors in this program. 
Tam not suggesting that this would 
be a cure. But not only has lentinan 
been shown effective against herpes, 
encephalitis and so forth, the 
Japanese have recently discovered 
that lentinan produces an 80% 
remission rate in Sarcoma 180 and 
related cancers! And this extraction, 
from common mushrooms, is NOT 
available in the United States. 

“If you have governmental 
agencies shutting down operations 
like mine, people are suffering while 
these clowns dick around about 
whether this common edible 
mushroom is a new investigational 
drug!” 

1 pointed out that while the idea 
might be sound, a mushroom 
researcher without university

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Identifying Psychoactive 
Mushrooms in the Genus 


“Psilocybe”

Mushrooms propagate 
themselves by producing spores. 
Spores are like seeds, only very 
small. They are so small, you 
need a microscope in order to 
single them out. Mushroom 
spores also play a very important 
role when it comes to identifying 
mushrooms. Because mushrooms 
are separated by the color of their 
spores, it is very important that 
you learn how to take a proper 
spore print. 

Remove the stem from the 
mushroom. Place the cap with its 


gills down on a piece of paper. 
Cover the cap with a bowl, or 
something to stop air currents. As 
the spores are released from the 
gills they will fall down onto the 
paper. You will capture 
thousands of spores using this 
method. After about two hours, 
remove the bowl and lift the cap. 
You should have a picture of the 
gill pattern made entirely from 
spores. This is known as a “spore 
print.” The color of the print will 
indicate what genus the 
mushroom belongs to. 

The mushrooms in the genus 
Psilocybe all have dark purple 
tinted spores. Any other color 
indicates another genus other 
than Psilocybe. Mushrooms in the 
genus Panaeolus have jet black 


spores, and mushrooms in the 
genus Amanita have white spores 
(use dark or black paper when 
checking for white spores). The 
genus Amanita holds the 
deadliest of all mushrooms. 
Amanita phalloides and Amanita 
virosa are examples of these 
killers. Although not all 
mushrooms which have white 
spores will kill you, it is best to 
stay away from these unless you 
really know what you are doing. 
My best rule here for the novice is 
“Never eat a mushroom which 
has white spores, and you will 
never eat a deadly Amanita.” You 
will no doubt come across many 
different colors of spore prints if 
you start taking prints from 
different mushrooms you find. 
They can range from green, 
orange, brown, and other colors. 
Once the dark purple tinted color 
is noted, you must then look for 
other clues as to what species the 
mushroom is. 

Besides the color, shape, and 
size of the mushroom, where you 
find the mushroom is very 
important when identifying the 
species. Say, for instance, you 
find a mushroom growing from 
decayed wood. It has a purple 
spore print, and you think it 
might be Psilocybe cubensis. This 
could not be right because 
Psilocybe cubensis grows only 
from composted animal dung like 
that from cows. So make a special 
note on this. Certain species of 
Psilocybe grow on specific 
substrates. What region you are 
in can also be very helpful, as you 
would not find Psilocybe 
semilanceata in Florida, nor 
would you find Psilocybe 
cubensis in Washington. 

Many mushroonss in the 
Psilocybe genus, especially the 
psychoactive ones which contain 
psilocybin and psilocin, will turn 
color when the flesh is bruised or 
mashed. After several short 
minutes, the bruised flesh will 
turn blue, or a bluish green. Some 
species in this genus also produce 
other psychoactive analogs of 
psilocybin. They are baeocystin 
and norbaeocystin. Psilocybe 
baeocystis is an example of a 
mushroom having these analogs, 
and hence is one of the more 
potent of these type mushrooms.

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JAVA JOINTS: 


ravels in Indonesia

As inexorably as the gravitational pull of a black hole, the to- 
tal eclipse of the sun in Java drew my wife and me, amateur 
astonomers both, to Indonesia on June 11th, 1983. Itwas our 
second total solar eclipse. 

While in Indonesia, we visited the world’s largest Bud- 
dhist temple, the recently resored 1200 year-old Borobudur 
near the city of Yogyakarta. Nearby, we discovered an equally 
ancient complex of Hindu temples at Prambanan. Another 
night we stared down the molten gullet of an active volcano, 
Mt. Bromo, which roared like a jet engine, belching yellow, 
blue, and green smoke. And of course we constantly sam- 
pled the cuisine of the country which, literally, introduced 
spicy foods to the world. Remember: Indonesia was origi- 
nally known as the Spice Islands. Above all, we went to 
beautiful Bali to enjoy not only the food, but the surf, the 
topless beauties, the stunning coral reefs sheltering gorgeous 
‘tropical fish, and the $1 full-body, on-the-beach massages— 
in short, the life of paradise, spoiled though it might be by 
hordes of cheeky Aussies. And, of course, we sampled new 
herbal delights. 


We quickly noticed a decided shortage of all kinds of 
ganja, reefer, Thai sticks, or any other form of THC. The 
government of Indonesia (unlike most of its people—isn’t 
that usually the case with governments?) has been real nasty 
about cannabis and US policies have had an unquestionably 
chilling effect. But marijuana is not an indigenous crop in ci- 
ther Java or Bali anyway, so we acted on the always sound 
principle of when-in-Rome, and looked around for what was 
legally grown and consumed. 

Tam pleased to report that the legendary “magic mush- 
rooms” of Bali are still available in selected restaurants. The 
Balinese center of all youth tourist activity is Kuta Beach, 
only two miles from the Denpasar International Airport. 
Kuta is a west-facing sunset beach, for late-nighters, surfers, 
and singles on the move. In contrast, nearby Sanur, an cast- 
facing, sunrise beach caters to an older, air-conditioned, “‘in- 
ternational-class hotel” set. Sanur even has a Bali Hyatt 
Hotel. 

When we arrived at Kuta, we had the names of three eat- 
ing places purported to serve psilocybin mushrooms. The

first, Chinamen’s, had apparently folded, for it was nowhere 


to be found. The second was too Far out of town (one gets real 
lazy in Bali). But the third, the Garden Restaurant, hardly 40 
yards from the central intersection of Kuta, was open, cool, 
lovely, well-appointed, and doing very little business. Most 
young tourists in Bali seem to be boozers rather than dopers 

The menu included a complete roster of fine Indonesian 
food plus some blander items for the more delicate tourist 
stomach. However, we were quickly informed that they 
were out of most entrées. Fortunately, this did not include 
several mushroom dishes. These were instantly recognized 
by the extra digit on the price. Not to worry. Everything was 
so cheap that, even with an additional factor of ten, the tradi- 


tional psychedelic mushroom soup was only $1.60 (1500 ru- 
piahs at current exchange rates). The traditional mushroom 
omelette came in two doses, full-strength for the same price 
orhalf-strength for 85 cents (800 Rp). Also on the menu was a 
mushroom drink (ugh!) for $1.60. But the newest addition to 
the psychedelic cuisine was mushroom pizza (!!) for an ex- 
travagant $1.80 (1750 Rp)—omit the mushrooms and you 
could get plain unmagical pizza for 80 cents. 

Having been previously warned that full doses of these 
psychedelic mushroom entrees were of the vintage 1968 fry- 
your-brain variety, we went for the half-omelette each. It was 
as advertised, a soft, smooth, gentle, electric ride of three or 
four hours—the most pleasant bit of psychotropic traveling

you'd ever want. Paradise indeed, for only 85 cents! If you 
want the walls to melt—though only for a few hours, not the 
seven or eight hours of LSD—then the full omelette or other 
magic meals will do it. And it’s all legal, above-board, out in 
the open, gathered fresh daily, and perfectly natural. (Ie’s 
said that when the first Dutch ship discovered Bali in the late 
16th century, the entire crew immediately jumped ship and 
t took the captain two years to round them all up again. We 
found out why.) 
Our real discovery was in Java (where they do not serve 
magical mushrooms). We'd heard of chewing betel nut, but 
ardly appealed to us—particularly after we saw older In- 
donesians with gigantic gobs pushing out of their lower labia. 


ue baseball players with a full chaw look positively gen- 
But none of our sources had mentioned smoking the 
stuff. 

Being curious cats, however, we went exploring one day in 
the “Big Market” of Yogyakarta, Indonesia's fifth largest 
city. The market was huge, an incredible labyrinth of 
countless tiny stalls and narrow aisles in a building close to 
200 yards long and 100 yards wide. Five minutes into the 
maze brought on instant claustrophobia. We hadn't been 
there very long when the inevitable Indonesian-who-wants- 
to-practice-his-English attached himself to us. We decided 
to get a little something for the language lesson. sked 
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Borobudur 2 the stoned grin, 


the Indonesian name for 


him where we might find “sirih,” 
betel nut. 

Without hesitation, he began to lead us purposefully 
through the narrow aisles of the market, past an incredible 
sprawl of stalls offering an almost infinite variety of merchan- 
dise. We came upon a little wizened old lady sitting on the 
ground, surrounded by all kinds of small plastic bags and 
piles of what looked like shredded, blackish-brown tobacco. 
Some was quite coarsely shredded, some much finer. Ie felt 
rather moister to the touch than ordinary tobacco. We 
pointed to the finely cut, asked if it was sirih, and to the af- 
firmative reply responded “Berapa?” (“How much?”) She 
held up a small bag and mumbled something which our Java- 
nese friend translated as 25 Rp, a little less than three cents. 
We bought two bags for five cents. Do any of you remember 
$5 lids in the 60s? Well, here was something even cheaper, 
an absolutely literal nickel bag! 

Back at our rooms, we rolled a number (the bag yielded 
about a dozen joints) and tried it out. I know that drugs have 
widely varying effects on different people, but there are 
some broad patterns discernible to one who has carefully ex- 
amined such matters. Let me tell you, folks, if you like psy- 
chedelic drugs, you’ll love smoking betel nut. It’s a strong 
smoke, so you'll have to inhale some air with it, much as you 
would with hash. It hit quickly. By the third puff I felt a no- 
ticeable voltage throughout my body, especially close to the 
surface of my skin, even down my arms and legs. It wasn’t 
the soft, wavy, dreamy feeling of marijuana. Though sirih is 
similar, ithad a more tingly sparkling quality. If you stand up 
quickly right after smoking your head will spin. Definitely 
electric. Smoked sirih has an additional distinct, if mildly sti- 
mulating, buzz which makes it unique—like a mild MDA. 
The effects are perfect for this hot, humid, lazy, tropical 
land. 

Betel nutis, in fact, classified both asa stimulant and asa 
hallucinogen. Chemically, it is composed of six alkaloids 
(the active one being arecoline). As with all psychedelics, it 
is a body drug. But, in contrast to most stimulants, the 
energizing effect of betel nutis more tactile than neural. Per- 
haps for that reason, it has been used for centuries by Indo- 
nesian puppeteers (called da/ang) to enable them to perform 
epic feats of prestidigitation and vocalization, manipulating 
as many as six puppets at a time, for up to six or more hours, 
in the traditional wayang Aulit (two-dimensional puppet “sha- 
dow” plays depicting storics from the Ramayana and other 
traditional and modern Javanese tales). The dalang will even 
include in his often improvised dialogue requests for sirih 
from the audience. So the stimulating effect is as real as the 
psychedelic one.

The initial impact of smoking sirih fades rather soon, but 
the glow lingers for quite a while, only gradually disappear- 
ing. While undoubtedly psychotropic, it doesn’t cause the 
far-away-cyes feeling that marijuana does. And its speedy ef- 
fect is not insistent, so you can just sit and groove if you want 
to. Butif you desire to be active move around electrically, it’s 
good for that also. In short, it seems an ideal psychedelic for 
active, short-attention-span Americans. 

Betel nut is not just a local, Indonesian drug. It has been 
estimated that a tenth of the world’s population chews betel 
nut—close to half a billion people! Although chewing betel 
used to be the main social pastime of Indonesians, its use is 
on the decline these days. Traditionally, it was considered an 
act of mutual honesty, trust, truthfulness and humility to 
chew it socially. Offering betel nut was a sign of welcome, a 
gesture of hospitality. In Bali betel was ceremonially chewed 
to seal an engagement. It’s still used in religious offerings 
and at aristocratic weddings. For the last 1400 years, in 
China, betel nut has been used as a vermifuge; thatis, it de- 
stroys intestinal worms, a fact verified by modern medical 
science. 

There are actually two plants involved in preparing the 
chewing mixture. The first is the betel nut proper, obtained 
from the palm tree Areca cafechu. The ripe seeds (which are 
about the size of hen’s eggs, imbedded in pulp and skin) are 
husked, boiled, sliced and dried in the sun. They are then 
wrapped in some shell lime to activate the drug, and aro- 
matic herbs, for taste and seasoning, The mixture is then en- 
cased in a leaf of pan pepper, also known as betel pepper, a 
climbing plant (Piper bete/). 

Not knowing if the stuff was legal or not, I smuggled some 
back to the States for an Indonesian party we threw in order 
to show slides and to introduce our friends to the various In- 
donesian foods, musics, and other delights we'd discovered. 
Everyone liked the betel nut, though several found it almost 
too harsh to smoke (they didn’t inhale enough air with it, or 
took too deep an inhalation). Several who were also drinking 
booze really blanked out. But the consensus was favorable, 
and some, like us, were downright enthusiastic. 

Thave since found that it is quite legal in America. A cou- 
ple of stores in San Diego carry whole betel nuts, but none 
have it in its treated shredded form. A store in the greater 
Los Angeles area claims it does, at times. I am still waiting 
for the next shipment. If and when it arrives, we will stock 
up (not caring whether it’s coarsely or finely shredded), roll a 
few, puton the 100slides we took in Indonesia, slap in one of 
the cassette tapes of traditional Indonesian music we 
brought back, light up, lean back, and re-live all of the in- 
credible delights of Indonesia. @

‘Agent of Chaos”’

The idea for HIGH TIMES was first 
conceived during an informal meeting 
among some of the top underground 
writers from the '60s. Rex Weiner was 
one of those select few, and became one 
of the many underground writers and 
artists who found a welcome mat here 
after the '60s counterculture died down. 
Shortly after writing for HIGH 
TIMES, he moved on to Hollywood, 
where he’s been writing scripts for 
many film and television projects, such 
as Miami Vice, and a short movie, 
Che's Revenge, directed by his wife, 
Ava. 

Rex Weiner is one of the many people 
intimately involved in the creation of 
HIGH TIMES who are being inter- 
viewed for a special issue dedicated to 
the life and times of Tom Forcade, the 
founder of HIGH TIMES. This month, 
we've decided to try and get a glimpse 
of who Tom Forcade was, what he was 
like, and show why we think his life 
story is still as compelling, and as im- 
portant, as anything happening today. 
HIGH TIMES: When did you first meet 
Tom Forcade? 

Rex Weiner: I first met him in 1971, when 
we were starting a newspaper called the 
New York Ace. A guy who called 
himself “Honest” Bob Singer (who later 
worked at HIGH TIMES) took over 
the staff of the East Village Other, or 
EVO as we called it, when it started to 
die. So we took over an office over on 
16th Street and needed some furniture. 
Somebody said, ‘‘Tom Forcade has a lot 
of desks over at the UPS (Underground 
Press Syndicate) office. Go see him.” 

So I went over to 17th Street where 
the UPS office was. On the third floor 
was what they called the UPS Com- 
mune, where a huge, tie-dyed tent sat in 
the middle of the loft, and people were 
just waking up around the middle of 
the day, crawling out of this tent. There 
was a rock 'n’ roll band living there, and 
a bunch of really hot-looking babes 
were walking around. Tom seemed to 
have the whole place under his control 
and command. 

‘Anyhow, he had a whole stack of 


desks in the back, which we were happy 
to take off his hands and he was happy 
to get rid of. I could see that here was a 
rather unusual individual. He and I 
kind of hit it off right away. I thought, 
“Well, if I offer him a chance to write 
for the New York Ace that’s sort of like 
payment for these desks.” But actual- 
ly, the payment was heavier than that. 
The payment was we became friends. 

HT: Did you have a lot in common? 

RW: We were both interested in the 
underground press, in making trouble 
with politically radical activities, and in 
shaking things up in the left-wing 
underground scene. It had become so 
cliched and corny and staid. 

For instance, one time the Hog Farm 
was having a big blowout at Earth 
People's Park, up by the Canadian 
border. It was the middle of the sum- 
mer and it had just rained. We drove up 
ina big, khaki-colored, military 
limousine, which had a stage welded on- 
to the top. 

HT: Was this the car he used to disrupt 
the Warner Brothers ‘‘flower-power”’ 
movie, The Caravan of Love? 

RW: Yeah. He had some sort of confron- 
tation going with Wavy Gravy, who 
was, a big Hog Farm personality. When 
we got up to Earth People’s Park, 
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Rex Weiner. 

cast, and proceeded to palaver about 
some deal that had gone sour or 
something. 

But I'll never forget that muddy 
scene with Tom in that total white suit. 
That was his attitude. If everything 
was yes, he was no. If everything was 
no, he was yes. 

‘Tom’s political philosophy was: 
Whatever the predominant ideology, he 
was the opposite. Whatever you were 
for, he was against and he just loved to 
be that way. You'd sit there and say, 
“Well, nice day, isn’t it?” He'd say, 
“No, I don’t think so.” Or you'd say, 

“I really think the Democrats should 
win this year.” And he'd say, “Fuck 
the Democrats. I hope the Republicans 
get in. If the Republicans get in, then 
we can really have something to fight 
against.” 

Tt was a very unusual way of think- 
ing. If there was anybody he resembled, 
it would be the Road Warrior—the guy 
who's on the outside, against 
everybody and everything, carrying 
some private hurt, some private cross 
to bear. You couldn't pigeonhole him. 
And as soon as he thought you 
understood where he was at, he’d move 
to another place. 


“Tom was in his parson’s coat and 
black hat, and just hit the guy in 
the face with the pie.” 


everybody was slopping around in the 
mud. Everybody was filthy, because 
the cliche was “If you're a hippie in a 
commune, you’re dirty.” 

Tom got out of the car in a complete 
white suit—white boots, white pants, 
white jacket, a white shirt with a bola 
tie and a big white Panama hat. He 
stayed spotless as he strode through 
the Hog Farm, almost as an insult to all 
of these filthy hippies. Then he entered 
the bus, where Wavy was in a big body 


HT: It also sounds like Groucho 
Marx—“whatever it is, I'm against it.” 
Was that perverse side of his nature 
part of what inspired him to start up 
HIGH TIMES? 

RW: Tom was a professional trouble- 
maker. Whenever there was chaos or 
people in turmoil, he was in his ele- 
ment. He loved it. He found it highly 
theatrical and exciting. He loved to 
create chaos. Anything that shocked 
people out of their normal way of 
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Tom Forcade instantly became a counterculture hero following the famous 
pie incident during the Congressional hearing on obscenity. 


seeing things, he'd like. And that’s 
where HIGH TIMES came from. 

It also came out of his lifestyle, as 
someone involved in the underground 
economy. He was a very good 
businessman. 

HT: What were his political leanings? 
Was he a left-wing, right-wing, com- 
munist, capitalist, or what? 

RW: Well, he had a theory and a way of 
expressing it. There was a book that he 
admired very much called Agent of 
Chaos, by a science fiction writer 
named Norman Spinrad. It holds the 
idea that there is the right wing and 
the left wing, and then a third force. 
The right wing and the left wing are in 


this predictable dance together, but 
only the third force can really move 
things forward. Tom liked to be that 
third force. He operated on that princi- 
ple pretty much all his life. 

HT; Right now, as we go to press, the 
Republican and Democratic conven- 
tions are about to go on. Although 

you hear more about the violence in 
Chicago at the 1968 convention, the 
1972 conventions were perhaps even 
more interesting. Tom was a major 
force at those "72 conventions, right? 
RW: The whole Zippie adventure was 
great. Tom first announced the 
formation of the Zippie party in the 
New York Ace, and then he an- 


nounced we were going to fill the swim- 
ming pools of Miami with green Jell-O 
and throw the delegates in. 

HT: Were the Zippies ex-Y ippies? 

RW: No. Nobody around Tom was a 
Yippie. We were against the Yippies. 
By that time the Yippies had become 
calcified dinosaurs. 

HT:Yippie stood for Youth Interna- 
tional Party, but what did Zippie stand 
for? 

RW: Zeitgeist International Party. And 
it was symbolized by Zippy the Chimp 
on roller skates. 

HT: Did that have anything to do with 
Zippy the Pinhead? 

RW: No. We had it first. The Zippies 
were a big presence at the Democratic 
and Republican conventions in '72. 
Tom came up with events like “The 
Wheelchairs for Wallace March,” a 
piss-in where everybody went and piss- 
ed on somebody, anda strip-in. 

HT: The Zippies were sort of a protest 
against Abbie Hoffman and Jerry 
Rubin, who were the Yippie leaders at 
the time. Was there anything specific 
Tom had against Abbie or Jerry? 

RW: Tom had a fight with Abbie Hoff- 
man, Tom knew something about pub- 
lishing and had gotten a book of his 
own published, a collection of articles 
from the underground press. So at one 
point, Abbie went to Tom for advice on 
how to get Steal This Book published. 
Tom did some editing work on it for 
which he was supposed to be paid, but 
wasn’t. And that pissed him off. I was 
friends with both Abbie and Tom. At 
the time I thought it was terrible. Peo- 
ple were falling into two different 
camps. They were saying things like, 
“That Tom Forcade is just a copy of 
Abbie.” You know, because he was dif- 
fering with Abbie, who was the move- 
ment hero. All this shit was going on. 
Tom was really hurt by all these 
rumors and crap, and also by the fact 
that Abbie was more popular than he 
was. 

So I came up with this idea of a 
movement court where we put this 
dispute before some trustworthy in- 
dividuals within the movement to see 
if we could resolve it. I was the bailiff. 
The New York Times wrote a big 
editorial condemning it, calling it a 
kangaroo court. But I had done a lot of 
research on it, and modeled it on the 
“Sanhedrin,” the Jewish courts of the 
Middle Ages that would take care of 
disputes in what was then a hip com- 
munity within a larger community. 

Anyway, the court delivered some 
wishy-washy opinion. It didn’t come 
out right, and Tom continued to sue 
Abbie. I don’t know if he ever got his 
money. But it was an interesting pro- 
cess. 

Anyway, from that, Tom developed 
areal antipathy and antagonism

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THE BUDS FROM BRAZIL 
DR. INDOORS’ GUIDE TO CLONING 


Fresh clones in broth.

The secret to a successful garden is 
cloning. Cloning insures females for 
harvest and allows the grower to take 
full advantage of his or her gene 
stock. Just like Dr. Mengele, who 
cloned Hitler with the future in mind, 
you can clone cannabis with your fu- 
ture gardens in mind. The immediate 
harvest is a bonus. What you're look- 
ing for is to establish a base-line on 
continual, identical gardens. 

Let's assume you have a closet that 
can be turned into a mini garden. The 
closet is 3’ x 4’ with a ceiling (see dia- 
gram page 45). The top two thirds of 
this space will be the main grow area 
and the bottom third will contain your 
clone room. 


EQUIPMENT NEEDED 

5-gallon bucket 

3’ x3’ plastic tray with 4” sides 

two 2-foot long flower troughs 

two '/2" x 1/2" threaded nipple fittings 
roll of garden hose (%s" diameter) 
400 watt Metal Halide (MH) with timer 
24” dual fluorescent fixture 

3’ square black plastic sheeting 

3’ x3’ table (could be either a card- 
table or homemade) 

duct tape 

50 16-ounce plastic cups 

50 4-ounce plastic cups 

vermiculite 

perelite 

tube of silicon 

oscillating wall fan 

seed starter cubes 


clone concentrate kit 

plant nutrient solution (most items 
can be purchased from a dependable 
indoor grow store) 

Estimated cost of materials: 

$300 to $500. 
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Clones under 24 hour light cycle. 


ASSEMBLING THE ROOM 


Place the table in the closet, flush 
against the back wall. Put the 5-gallon 
bucket underneath to one side. Tape 
the black plastic underneath the 
table. The plastic tray fits on top of the 
table. First, however, drill two ‘/2” 
drain holes on one side of the plastic 
tray as close to the bottom as possi- 
ble. (Drilling these holes in the side 
will enable you to drain the tray 
without cutting a hole in the table.) Put 
a bead of silicon onto the threads of 
the nipple fittings and screw them into 


the holes. 

Cut two sections of garden hose to 
run from the nipple fittings to within 2” 
of the bottom of the bucket. (Having 
two drain holes will insure proper 
drainage, even if one hose gets 
blocked.) 

Fasten the fluorescent fixture onto 
the bottom of the table. Mount the 400 
watt MH above the table. Mount the 
ballast for this light on the wall. (This 
prevents accidents involving water 
and electricity.) Mount the oscillating 
fan on the wall. Use duct tape to keep 
any light from the MH from reaching 


the bottom of the table. However, do 
not completely seal the black plastic: 
leave a flap in front to allow easy 
access. 

Special note from the editors: it's 
best to exhaust hot air with a squirrel 
fan that vents in the wall or door. If not, 
put a thermometer in the room and 
keep a close watch on heat buildup. 
As an additional precaution, install 
white fire-retardant paneling. For ulti- 
mate safety, however, one would 
need a thermostat to shut off the light 
if heat build-up reaches dangerous 
levels.

use these males for breeding pur- 
poses). Also scrap the corresponding 
male plants under the 400-watt MH. 
Within ten days the females will ident- 
ify themselves. As the female clones 
flower, keep notes on which females 
contain the most pistils and resin. 
Pick out the best females and mark 
them as such. 

Let's assume that out of ten seeds, 
you obtain five females, two of which 
are outsianding. Less than a month 
has transpired since you planted. You 
now have five females in vegetative 
growth under the MH. (These plants 
have two main heads and are almost 
two feet tall.) Five smaller flowering 
clones are left in the clone room down 
below. 

You have a lot of options at this 
point. For the first-time grower, I'd 
suggest taking 20 clones from each of 
the best female plants and placing 
them in 4-ounce cups in the clone 
room. The five flowering clones 
should be transplanted into 16-ounce 
cups and moved into the upper cham- 
ber. As soon as the plants are moved, 
the light cycles must be switched: 12 
hours above and 24 hours below. 

After 60 days, harvest the main 
buds on the flowering plantlets as well 


as the main buds on the larger plants. 
This will be your first and only large 
plant harvest. After that, each harvest 
will consist of 40 smaller plantlets— 
identical clones of your two original 
females. 

From now on you can continue this 
never-ending cycle, producing 40 
flowering clones every 60 days to en- 
joy as great smoke. 


The secrets that I’m sharing with 
you HIGH TIMES readers will save 
you from spending money on the 
black market for cannabis or 
seeds. That means you can take 
the money you saved and give it to 
NORML.

The flowering space can hold between 
1-4 plants per square foot depending 
on variety. They should be forced to 
flower when they are no taller than 12”, 
but can be put into flowering when 
they are as small as eightinches. Light 
from fluorescents is not strong 
‘enough to penetrate much beyond 4-8 
inches of canopy. Growing plants tal- 
ler will not increase the yield of the 
garden. The size of the plant does not 
affect potency. 


Dear Ed, 

My growing area is a 3¥/2' wide x 2/2" 
deep x 8’ high closet. | have two 150w in- 
candescent grow lights, one 40w fluores- 
cent gro-tube and one 80w CW tube. The 
incandescents and 40w tube are above 


the plants and the CW is set in the back, 
vertically. The total wattage is 420. I'm 
also using a sugar-yeast CO, system and 
an oscillating fan.

Ad- 
just the titrator to deliver 2-3 drops per 
minute. If your box has an exhaust fan for 
cooling, cycle it as seldom as possible or 
increase the rate of titration, 

A ‘/s cup of baking soda with a cup of 
vinegar will produce about 1 cubic foot of 
pure CO, or roughly 10 times the daily 
need of a growing space of 8 cubic feet.

Dear Ed, 

Why are imported Colombian and 
Asian flower tops, even very seeded 
ones, much more potent than buds grown 
domestically from their seed? | know 
these plants are sativas grown at high el- 
evation under intense sunlight.

Equatorial plants use different cues to 
flower than plants that are from higher 
latitudes. At the Equator, daylight re- 
mains at about 12 hours throughout 
the year. Other factors might induce 
the plant to flower. Changes in temper- 
ature, moisture in the soil or ever 
built-in “chronological clock” may 
play a part. Some growers have sug- 
gested that equatorials need more UV- 
Blight to become potent.

The method of forcing used for 
other plants does not work the same 
way with equatorials. Indoors, these 
plants usually will not flower heavily 
until the dark period is increased to 14 
hours daily. Still, this “artificial” 
method of inducing flowering is not 
completely satisfactory. 

Indoors and in most areas of the 
country pure equatorial sativas grow 
runny, skinny buds with little of the 
flavor and potency of their parent 
think that the primary reason for this is 
the lack of intense light. At the Equator 
the sun's light hits Earth more directly 
than at higher latitudes, so it is much 
more intense. The light intensity 
becomes much greater in the 
when the buds begin to mature.

Take a limb and wrap a small piece of 
rockwool around a trimmed internode 
and then wrap this with opaque plastic to 
hold moisture and block light.

Indoors, under artificial light, it is 
difficult to get equatorials to reach 
their full potential, because of the light 
intensity which is required. There are 
several ways that it can be done, how- 
ever. An equatorial sativa can be 
crossed with another variety which 
does well under less intense light and 
can be forced using a standard light 
regimen. Another method would be to 
grow plants using sunlight under a 
controlled light regimen. For instance, 
plants grown in a greenhouse which 
has shading can be given 14 hours of 
darkness each day, inducing flower- 
ing in mid-June, when the sun’s inten- 
sity is at its peak. Even with a 
two-month flowering period, the buds 
should be ready for mid-August, while 
the sun’s intensity is fairly strong.

Right now the cost of electricity is of 
more importance to me than the rate of 
growth of the plants. 

Is the growth rate increased propor- 
tionally with the number of hours lighted? 
That is, will a plant with continuous light 
growing at a rate of three inches per week 
grow at a rate of two inches per week with 
16 hours light? 

Will | get satisfactory results with a 12- 
hour lightdark regime and a light flash 
during the dark period? How often and for 
how long should the light be on to inhibit 
flowering?

The rate of photosynthesis and thus 
the rate of growth is proportional to 
the number of hours of light. Increas- 
ing or decreasing the amount of light 
affects the plant's growth rate ina di- 
rect ratio. 

Although the rate of growth will be 
slowed, your plants can get by on 12 
hours of light per day with intermittent 
light flashes to prevent flowering. Ten 
minutes of light every three hours 
should prevent flowering. Rather than 
using an HID lamp, use either a string 
of incandescent lamps, at the rate 60 
watts per square yard, or warm white 
fluorescents at the rate of 20 watts per 
square yard. 


Dear Ed, 

1am currently using a four tube 48” flu- 
orescent unit with two Sylvania Lifeline 
Gro-Lux tubes and two Cool Whites 
(CW). Are the CWs necessary or should | 
be using four Gro-Lux tubes? | also use a 
timer set for 16 hours on and 8 hours off. 
Is there a better ratio?

The Gro-Lux tubes actually put out 
less useable light than standard fluo- 
rescents. Provide more red light to the 
plants by replacing the Gro-Lux tubes 
with deluxe warm whites, which pro- 
vide more red spectrum light. 

During the vegetative cycle, the 
lights can be on continuously. During 
flowering the plants should receive a 
12-hour dark period each day.

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THE DANGER 
OF ROCKWOOL 


by Ed Rosenthal 


After my two reports on Rockwool 
were published in HIGH TIMES last 
year, several manufacturers or distri- 
butors claimed foul. They said that the 
material was completely safe once it 
was wet, and their directions explicitly 
stated that it should be wetted before 
handling. Thus, there was no problem. 
Aside from the fact that most people 
read instructions after use, and know 
better anyway, this argument has a 
major fallacy: Microscopic-size fibers 
at the surface of the Rockwool dry out 
and become airborne. 

Recently a concerned correspon- 


dent who works for an environmental 


services agency sent me an article 
from the June '88 issue of the 
magazine, Asbestos /ssues. The story, 
“Fibrous Glass: What Are the Risks?” 
was written by Dr. David Schwartz, 
who works for an analytical laboratory 
in Chicago. 

Dr. Schwartz summarizes the 
studies presented at the October 1986 
conference on Man Made Mineral 
Fiber (MMMF), held in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. In his article Dr. Schwartz 
states, “Data was presented from 
three large studies in the U S , Europe 
and Canada, involving nearly 45,000 
production and maintenance workers 
in various sectors of the MMMF indus- 
try. The studies revealed that 30 years 
after first employment, a group of 
mineral workers experienced a50% in- 
crease in the incidence of lung cancer. 
The risk appeared greatest for the 
Rockwool workers. No permanent 
health effects have yet been demon- 
strated in the fibrous glass worker 
Population.” 

Recently the International Agency 
for Research on Cancer (IARC) reclas- 
sified mineral wool from 3, “not classi- 
fiable as to human carcinogenicity,” 
to 2b, possibly carcinogenic to 
humans.” 

The other day | spoke with Dr. 
Schwartz about the use of Rockwool 
for horticultural purposes. He was un- 
aware of any use of the material out- 
side of the construction and insulation 
industries. However, hewasconcerned 
that agricultural workers would 
breathe airborne fibers. He saidhe was 
going to broaden his investigation to 
include agricultural uses 

Warnings about the dangers of 
Rockwool should be taken very 
seriously. Although there were few 


reports of reactions or lung damage 
‘other than cancer at the conference, 
there have been many anecdotal re- 
ports from growers of both allergic re- 
actions and temporary respiratory pro- 
blems caused by the medium. In addi- 
tion, many brands of Rockwool dis- 
solve in the presence of acidic condi- 
tions such as those found in the lungs. 
As a result of this chemical reaction, 
harmful gasses may be released, de- 
pending on the materials from which 
the mineral fiber was made. Some of 
these gasses turn into concentrated 
acids in the presence of water and may 
cause ulcers in the delicate lung 
tissue. Anyone using Rockwool 
should follow these simple precau- 
tions: 

1. Buy only the material which comes 
ready to use, either in a bag to be set 
down or in cube or block form. Do not 
use the type that comes in bale form to 
be placed in containers or mixed with 
ingredients of other mediums. 

2. Always wet the Rockwool before 
Starting to handle it. This prevents fi- 
bers from loosening and becoming air- 
borne. 

3. Always use a respirator mask, 
gloves, and full body clothing when 
messing with Rockwool. Remove this 
clothing when the tasks are finished. 
4. Atleast one Rockwool manufacturer 
inthe US has banned smokers (tobac- 
co, that is) from working in their 
facilities because of the potential 
several-fold increase in risk 
associated with the combination of 
smoking and exposure to MMMF. 
Users should be aware of this.

The more lumens the buds re- 
ceive, as long as they also receive suf- 
ficient amounts of water, nutrients and 
CO,, the bigger and faster they will 
grow. 


Dear Ed, 

Inmy hydroponic system, |use shred- 
ded and long fiber sphagnum moss with 
pump and airstones at the bottom, which 
runs 24 hours. | use a reservoir system, 
with a puddle of water-nutrient solution 23 
hours a day, draining it for one hour. 
When is the best time to drain it?

It sounds like you are attempting to 
use a Phototron Il. The reason that the 
system is drained and the solution is 
changed every day is because of the 
swings in pH generated from using a 
very acidic medium. Over a period of 
hours, distilled water will change in pH 
from neutral to below six. | would drain 
the water 11/2 hours before the start of 
the light cycle and fill the unit half an 
hour before its start. 

Here is my reasoning. The period of 
least activity is at the end of the dark 
cycle. The plants’ need for water and 
nutrients goes up when the lights go 
on and the plant starts photosynthe- 
sizing. The freshly added water's pH is 
least affected just after it is added to 
the unit. 

Sphagnum moss has a capillary ac- 
tion which draws water up from the 
reservoir. Itis also known as a tremen- 
dous buffer. This means that it holds 
nutrients and releases them gradually. 
This helps to prevent damage from 
overtertilization. 

Many mixes prepared for commer- 
cial nurseries contain sphagnum 
moss for its buffering qualities. The 
nurseries often irrigate with a one-way 
spray using a rich water-nutrient solu- 
tion. If the plants receive a slight over- 
dose of fertilizer, the moss absorbs it 
with no damage to the plants. 

The disadvantage of the moss is its 
acidity. In a mix where it is only one of 
the components this is usually not a 
problem. However, as the sole medi- 
um it creates tremendous problems 
for plants needing less acidic 
conditions. 

‘One solution is to change the medi- 
um. Lava, clay pebbles, or a mix con- 
taining 20% sphagnum moss, 30% 
small styrofoam beads, and 25% each 
vermiculite and perlite will all work 
well in the system. Mixing a little ver- 
miculite to lava or clay so the medium 
surface Is coated with it, adds to the 
mediums water holding capacity. The 
mix’s pH remains fairly stable so the 
solution can be changed just once ev- 
ery 5-7 days. 


Dear Ed, 

My roomis 11’ x 11’. Would it be better 
to use one 1000 watt lamp or to rotate 
three 400-watt lamps?

You did not mention what kind of 
growing method you plan to use, so 
the room will be designed for a single- 
tier mini-plant system. Using station- 
ary units, an 11’ 11’ space could be 
divided into two sections, each about 
4'3" long. Along the aisle of each unit, 
2' from each wall there are two mini- 
aisles (M-A’s), for a total of four. These 
indentations in the platform allow the 
grower to reach all the plants. The M- 
A's are each 18” wide and about 24” 
long. This means the M-A’s can ac- 
tually be covered over and supporting 
plants can be moved to the center 
aisle when access is required. With 
moveable aisles, more space can be 
filled. 

Each of the aisle space is 11’x4',a 
total of about 44 square feet. A space 
of this size would best be lit by two 
400W lamps. Lamps moving ona shut- 
tle-type system would provide a more 
even light, but stationary lamps of this 
size would be satistactory. 

Placing two plants psf (per square 
foot) in the garden would require a to- 
tal of 176 rooted cuttings. Figuring an 
80% success rate on the cuttings, 
about 215 starts will be required. Us- 
ing 4” containers for the cuttings (215 
divided by 9 pst) will require about 24 
square feet of growing space. An 8’ 
four tube fluorescent fixture will pro- 
vide ample light for a grow space 
2’ x7’. Two of these units, one under 
each table, will keep you in clones. Al- 
ternatively, half the space in one of the 
two grow areas could be sectioned off 
and dedicated to clones. 


Dear Ed, 

I witnessed a case where a 3-foot in- 
door female plant was picked clean of 
buds and leaves. It was assumed that the 
plant was done, and the lights were 
turned off. Two weeks later, the plant had 
put out four growing tips wherever there 
had been one, some new buds and many 
individual female flowers all over—on 
stems, between leaves and stems, on the 
leaf stems, everywhere! 

My question is, when shifting from veg- 
etative to flowering could the plant's reac- 
tion be hastened along by a two or three 
day dark period?

Welcome to the world of John (Jaguar) Penuelas, where 
solitude begins in the presence of Others. Meditations in 
the realm of the fantastic, as if extra-terrestrial visitation 
were an ordinary every-day occurrence, Penuelas’ paint- 
ings are populated with a thin squiggly breed of aliens more 
akin to the Hollywood-cute “E.T.” variety than any omi- 
nously threatening ’50s sci-fi invaders.

_ Excerpted from Chapter 1 “Introducing Adam’” 
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Ron Siegel’s 
Anti-MDMA 
Crusade 


In addition to the questionable issue 
of brain damage, much of the DEA’s 
other negative evidence rests on the 
study of recreational users done by 
Ronald Siegel of the UCLA School of 
Medicine. In an article in New York— 
“The New Drug They Call Ecstasy: Is 
It Too Much to Swallow?,” by Joe 
Klein—some excerpts from Siegel's 
statements suggest the nature of 
Siegel's attack on MDMA: 

“My reaction is “Here we go 
again,” ’ says Dr. Ronald Siegel of the 
UCLA School of Medicine. ‘Every 
few years you get one of these 
miracle drugs that’s going to save the 
world and make everyone feel good. 
My favorite was PCP. Remember 
what they used to call that? The 
Peace Pill. At low doses, people were 
reporting serene, tranquil, peaceful 
experiences. Then it hit the street 
and the name changed—it became 
angel dust—and dosages increased 
and it was cut with God knows what, 
and you began to get all the reports 
of bizarre, violent behavior. So now 
we have Ecstasy. If you take it, you 
might become a self-actualized, 
empathetic, caring person, or you 
might become a nauseated person, or 
you might have a severe psychotic 
reaction. Among street users, we're 
seeing all of the above.’...” 

“The effects of the drug, he says, 


seem very similar to those of 
mescaline. ‘They're from the same 
pharmacological family,’ he says. 
‘You know, the molecular twists and 
turns that the chemists are playing 
with—MDA, MMDA, MDMA—raise 
nice, interesting academic questions, 
but out on the street, the experience 
is the same: hallucinations, 
disorientation, psychotic episodes. 

{tis possible that because of the 
milder, more subtle effects of MDMA, 
inexperienced users are doubling 
and tripling the dose. It's also 
probably that after the recent media 
coverage, enterprising drug dealers 
are calling everything from speed to 
powdered sugar Ecstasy. ‘We're 
getting people who claimed to have 
taken this drug who are disoriented 
for days on end,’ says Siegel. ‘We've 
had people locked in fetal positions 
for as long as 72 hours. We had a 
psychotherapist that took it, 
disappeared, and turned up a week 
later directing traffic.” 

Siegel, in his statements, compares 
MDMA with two hallucinogenic 
drugs. PCP, which has a deservedly 
bad reputation, is nothing like 
MDMA, in either its chemical 
structure or its psychological effects. 
By linking the two, the negative 
reputation of PCP is pinned on 
MDMA. The reader is made to think, 
“Another PCP, huh? Let's get this 
stuff off the street.” 

Siegel also alleges that MDMA and 
mescaline are almost identical in 
their effects, and that the chemical 
differences are superfluous. Yet this 
is certainly not the case. As 


e of a three part series 
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previously noted, MDMA is not a 
hallucinogen as mescaline is—even 
in double or triple the normal doses. 
If it is taken in double or triple doses 
it produces unpleasant 
overstimulation, so high doses are 
normally avoided by users. 

‘Then there are the repeated 
allegations by Siegel that MDMA can 
lead to psychotic reactions, and that 
sometimes these psychotic 
symptoms do not go away. The 
record of MDMA is one of 
remarkable safety, with the 
percentage of negative reactions 
very low. The cases that Siegel 
mentioned of prolonged reactions 
must even be rarer. Siegel is probably 
mentioning every horror story he has 
heard about the drug. 

When hundreds of thousands of 
people take a psychoactive drug, 
there are bound to be a few 
psychotics or prepsychotics who 
take it, some of whom will be 
triggered into psychoses by it. With 
MDMA, unlike LSD or mescaline, the 
actual number of these reactions has 
been quite low. Ronald Siegel is 
employing a rhetorical trick by 
mentioning every extreme case. He 
makes the casual reader think that 
MDMA produces psychotics by the 
score, and that they could end up 
crazy if they should experiment with 
the compound. 

When Siegel mentions that “cut” or 
adulterated MDMA is going to be 
distributed in doses that are too 
large, he should recognize that this is 
the common effect of putting any 
drug into the black market. This 


occurred with heroin and LSD, and 
since the criminalization of MDMA, 
the same stories of adulteration and 
substitution and cutting are being 
heard about MDMA. Until then, 
almost all of what was represented 
as MDMA actually was the real 
substance. 

The result of making MDMA a 
Schedule 1 drug has been that 
experimentation with MDMA has 
been effectively stopped, and people 
with an interest in taking it have 
been turned into potential felons. If it 
had been placed in Schedule III 
instead, then medical 
experimentation could have 
continued, and only street use would 
have been criminalized, although not 
to the same extent as with Schedule 
1. Schedule 1 drugs require research 
protocols which are prohibitive to 
researchers without huge grants. 

‘One last example of Siegel's 
distortions comes in an Omni article 
called “Chemical Ecstasies”: 

“One dealer gives written ‘flight 
instructions,’ promising that while 
XTC [Ecstasy, or MDMA] is ‘kissing 
in your veins’ during the hour-long 
voyage, you'll experience happiness, 
security, peace and freedom. That 
should end all wars, but secret U.S. 
Army tests in the Fifties found that it 
also ended the lives of experimental 
animals. Low doses reduce toxicity, 
but leave subjects with clenched 
jaws, wiggly eyes, and high blood 
pressure 

Tom Riedlinger comments on the 
above in an article in the Journal of 
Psychoactive Drugs: 

“Trivialization and deliberate 
distortions are obvious in the 
foregoing. Siegel is a specialist in 
psychopharmacology. He therefore 
knows perfectly well that all 
substances are toxic to humans at 
some dosage level. Drug experiments 
with animals typically include a test 
where dosages are increased 
incrementally until death occurs, in 
order to establish where the toxic 
threshold lies. Siegel chooses not to 
point this out, preferring instead to 
convey the impression that MDMA is 
toxic at low doses—which for 
humans, at least, is not true. He does 
acknowledge his duplicity implicitly, 
however, when he writes that ‘low 
{read: therapeutic] doses reduce 
[avoid the dangers of] toxicity. The 
side effects he mentions are 
acknowledged to occur in many 
patients and in different 
combinations, but virtually always 


are no more than mere vexations— 
acceptable risks.” 


More Publicity 


The kind of media coverage that 
MDMA got for several months after 
its criminalization was somewhat 
reminiscent of the hysteria and 
hyperbole of the anti-LSD crusade of 
1966-69. 

Perhaps an‘extreme example of 
this is a column by Shari Roan 
printed in the Dallas Sun Sentinel. 
The column, titled “Designer Drug 
Dangers,” said in part: 

“A drug lauded by a small group of 
psychologists as a consciousness- 
raising aid became an illegal 
substance as of Monday. But federal 
Drug Enforcement Agency officials 
and drug abuse counselors fear they 
haven't seen the end of the 
controversy surrounding ‘Ecstas’ 

“After three years of therapeutic 
use among a small group of 
psychologists, Ecstasy (MDMA) 
recently has become popular among 
some college students and gays. The 
hallucinogenic drug has less severe 
effects than LSD, and some 
therapists say it reduces anxiety and 


drug is a dangerous and scientifically 
untested substance. The DEA called 
for an emergency ban on Ecstasy 
after University of Chicago 
researchers found the drug works by 
destroying large numbers of vital 
brain cells and may speed up the 
aging process in a manner similar to 
the muscle degeneration produced 
by Parkinson's disease. The DEA also 
31 deaths from the drug, 
mostly in the San Francisco Ba 
area, with 26 of those deat! 
occurring after Aug. 1, 1984.” 

When I read the above newspaper 
clipping sent by a friend, I 
immediately called up Alexander and 
Ann Shulgin to ask them why I had 
not heard about all of this. Ann 
Shulgin answered the phone. When I 
read her the report, she replied, 
“They mixed everything up. All of 
those statistics and the Parkinson's 
disease portion are about alpha- 
methyl fentanyl (a synthetic heroin 
substitute).” 

Immediately it dawned on me that 
this reporter, in her fervor to get out 
the anti-dope news, had taken 
information from two sources and 
intertwined them in a curious 
fashion. A strange twist, because the 
law that was used to ban MDMA. 
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resulted from the scandal around 
synthetic heroin. 

The last piece to be published in a 
national magazine during the media 
blitz was in the August 1985 issue of 
Life magazine. The article was 
generally a balanced view of the 
controversy. However, you would 
not know this by the title and 
accompanying bold headlines on the 
first page of the story. The title was 
“The Trouble with Ecstasy.” 
Underneath the title in bold black 
letters ‘THE DRUG IS. 
SEDUCTIVE, CONTROVERSIAL, 
DANGEROUS—AND NOW 
ILLEGAL.” It’s clear what message 
the casual reader would get from this 
sensationalistic treatment of MDMA. 


Conclusions of 
the Hearings 


The three hearings on MDMA 
produced ten volumes of testimony 
from DEA witnes ind 
professionals who wished to have 
the drug be placed ona less 
restrictive schedule so that further 
research would not be curtailed. 
Some highlights of this testimony 
included two staff members of the 
Haight-Ashbury Free Medical Clinic 
facing each other from both sides of 
the issue, and agreeing that they had 
seen little abuse of MDMA in their 
practice. Depositions included 
statements by Alexander Shulgin and 
ishing MDMA 


Ron Siegel, who had failed to show 
up at the Los Angeles hearings, did 
later testify on behalf of the DEA in 
Washington, D.C. He based his 
udy of “street 
ive vein, Siegel 
stated that he did not find 
compulsive use patterns developing 
for MDMA and thought that it did not 
have a high potential for abuse. 

Some other aspects of Siegel's 
testimony repeated the questionable 
assertions in the media. He declared 
MDMA a “hallucinogen” not much 
different from mescaline. He also 
told his favorite horror story about 
the Chicago psychologist who took 
MDMA once and ended up directing 
traffic on a busy boulevard. 

In the same courtroom, one of the 
government's chief witnesses, John 
Docherty, former chief of the 
Psychosocial Treatment Branch of 
NIMH, told the court that he 
supported further MDMA research 
and that “MDMA is at the confluence 
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of two great trends in psychiatry: 
psychotherapy and pharmacology,” 
because it had been shown to 
enhance rapport between therapists 
and their‘clients. Studies have 
demonstrated that rapport is one of 
the few factors reliably significant in 


, 1986, the DEA’s 
strative Law Judge Francis 
Young recommended, in a two-part, 
90-page decision, that the compound 
be placed in Schedule III “The 
administrative law judge finds and 
concludes,” he wrote, “that prior to 
its being proscribed effective July 1, 
1985, MDMA did have a ‘currently 
accepted medical use in treatment in 
the United States.’

Recent Events 


By mid-1986, MDMA was a Schedule 
I drug and no longer hot media copy. 
While its use continued underground 
and legal battles raged, the first 
books on the subject were published 
and a major conference held. 

The Haight-Ashbury Free Clinic 
sponsored a conference open to the 
public focusing on this newly 


popular feeling-enhancer called 
“MDMA: A Multidisciplinary 
Conference,” which presented most 
of the important figures in the 
MDMA scenario. Held May 18 and 19, 
1986, in Oakland, California, the 
conference was well attended, 

cially by a large percentage of 
is in the helping 


Perhap the highlight of the 
conference was Dr. Rick Ingrasci 
passionate appeal to continue h 
therapeutic work with MDMA. 
Chemists Shulgin and Nichols were 
there to present chemical and 
pharmacological aspects, James 
Bakalar, George Greer, and Jack 
Downing, three litigants in the 
MDMA scheduling challenge, gave 
accounts of their work, and Ron 
Siegel tried to show he wasn't a bad 
guy by playing up the favorable 
aspects of his research. From the 
same side of the question, Frank 
Sapienza, a DEA spokesman, 
presented that agency's point of 
view. A sexual panel at the end, 
which was surprisingly dull despite 
the lively topic, concluded that 
MDMA was a “hug” drug rather than 
an aphrodisiac. 

With the exception of an 
occasional local newspaper feature 
or small magazine story, MDMA 
would now almost seem to have 
never existed. There was no 
evidence of a massive groundswell of 
use or abuse. Few people were 
arrested for it or appeared in 
hospitals suffering from its effects. 

The DEA promised that it would 
facilitate research for those qualified 
after scheduling, but researchers 
instead found that it was virtually 
impossible to get a research protocol 
approved; scientific studies became 
impossible. 

Then, in September 1987, the First 
District Court of Appeals issued a 
decision. It ordered the DEA to 
vacate the ruling placing MDMA in 
Schedule I on a permanent basis. 

The First Circuit Court ruled that 
the DEA did not lawfully follow the 
correct criteria for deciding whether 
or not MDMA met the standard for 
“currently accepted medical use in 
treatment in the United States” and 
for “accepted safety for use... under 
medical supervision.” 

With the ball back in its court, the 
DEA was only required to reconsider 
the matter administratively. The DEA 
decided quickly that they had been 
right all along, and placed MDMA 


back in Schedule I, effective March 
23, 1988. 

It appears now that this ruling will 
stand for a long time. Those who 
have fought so long against the 
disproportionate power and financial 
resources of a DEA seemingly 
adamant in its desire to keep MDMA 
ascheduled drug may now give up. 
There is still legal recourse, but every 
legal victory the researchers have 
seen has been negated by the fiat of 
the DEA Administrator. 

And just as I am completing this 
saga, | am surprised to discover a 
story titled, “Ecstasy: Poll Says 40% 
at Stanford Have Tried It” on the first 
page of my morning newspaper, the 
San Jose Mercury News. Also, a 
story with the same theme in the San 
Francisco Chronicle by Science 
Editor David Perlman reports: 

‘More than a third of all Stanford 
ersity undergraduates may have 
sed the illegal drug called Ecstasy 
according to a student poll that was 
reported yesterday. 

“Ina letter in the current issue of 
the New England Journal of 
Medicine, Dr. Stephen Peroutka, a 
Stanford neurologist, reported that 
39 percent of 369 students 
interviewed in a random sample said 
they had used the drug at least once. 

“Some said they had taken it 25 or 
more times, but four to five times 
was the average use, the poll 
showed. 

“The survey [was] conducted 
anonymously under Peroutka’s 
supervision by two undergraduates 
who stationed themselves on. 
Stanford's ‘White Plaza’ to conduct 
their interview 

One last bit of recent media 
attention, “Tune In, Turn On, Go to 
the Office Late on Monday,” 
appeared first in Rolling Stone and 
was recently reprinted in PJ. 
O'Rourke's humorous collection, 
Republican Party Reptile. O’Rourke 
tries to describe the mental effects of 
MDMA:

backing, who works ina trailer 
protected by fighting cocks, might 
not be the scientific community's 
first choice for a hero. 

“Which was what I was working 
on when I was shut down. You've got 
the university letters there; you've 
got National Cancer Institute letters 
there. I'm not talking through my hat. 
This work has got to be done. We 
have got to find out what these 
mushrooms can do.” 

‘That night I lay in my motel bed 
listening to the traffic on Pensacola’s 
main street and thought about Peele. 
I thought about how he seemed 
likeable enough but slightly 
eccentric. I thought about how his 
eyes lit up as he talked, about his 
belief in what he said. I also thought 
about his methods and whether he 
might not turn out to be his own 
worst enemy. There are systems, 
after all, ways to get things done, and 
his going on television and talking 
about AIDS in an attempt to 
short-circuit those systems might, in 
the end, lose him more credibility 
than he gained. 

I made a note to call some of the 
university people he worked with, to 
find out what they thought of him.

The fields were bone dry and there 
were no mushrooms to be found, but. 
Peele collected several cow pies that 
had been taken with psilocybe 
mycelia: a gauzy white fungus which 
would produce mushrooms when 
exposed to moisture. 


When we got back to the trailer the 
phone was ringing. A Tampa hospital 
had just admitted a man with 
mushroom poisoning to its 
emergency room and needed Peele’s 
help to identify the ingested toxin 
and establish a procedure. Peele 
listened intently as the symptoms 
were described, then asked a number 
of questions regarding the size, color 
and so forth of the ingested 
mushroom. 

“Don't do anything. Don't let him: 
eat anything. Keep him quiet and let 
him sleep. He'll be all right 
tomorrow.” 

He hung up and lit a cigarette. “At 
least they had the sense to call. Most 
hospitals just administer atropine, 
which is the antidote to muscarine 
ingestion. But most mushroom 
poisonings don’t involve muscarine 
‘so you just get sicker than if they 
hadn't done anything. 

“T've developed a procedure to 
identify ingested toxins and 
prescribe antidotes but so far the 
hospitals don’t want it. Stephen 
Peele ain't a doctor so he can't 
possibly know what he's talking 
about.” 

He shook his head in disgust. “You 
made a comment yesterday about me 
publishing in HIGH TIMES, Mister 
Peter. I'll tell you what: even your 
so-called experts don’t always know 
what the hell they're talking about 
when it comes to mushrooms. Your 
magazine once published an article 
about psilocybin mushrooms and 
they used a picture of Amanita 
phalloides with the article. Amanita 
phalloides is the deadliest mushroom 
known. You eat the prescribed dose 
and you're dead. There is no cure. 
Well, even if it hurts me in some 
quarters to publish in HIGH TIMES, I 
will continue, because, man, it’s more 
than just important to get the truth 
out about mushrooms; it’s sometimes 
a matter of life and death.” 

Treturned to the motel and spent 
the afternoon making calls. Neither 
the State nor the Federal DEA would 
talk about Peele’s case except to say 
that an investigation had been 
conducted and a determination made 
that he be allowed to keep his 
Schedule 1 permits. I tried to 
discover whether they had really 
called all of his contacts and told 
them to stop doing business with 
him, but they declined comment. 

However, the first person I spoke 
with at the National Cancer 
Institute—a man who identified 
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himself as a chemist in the Natural 
Products Division but who wouldn't 
give his name—said “Oh god! No 
comment. It’s avery, very 
controversial subject and I don’t care 
to get involved in it, thank you.” 

So SOMEBODY must have let on 
that the DEA was looking into 
Peele’s permits. 

But Dr. Gordon Cragg, the man 
with whom Peele has had most of his 
contact over at NCI, was more 
willing to talk. “In the field of 
mycology, mushrooms, Peele is very 
knowledgeable. I would say he’s very 
dedicated to what he’s doing.” And, 
ina recent letter to Peele, Dr. Cragg 
notes that “the evidence for activity 
of lentinan against various viruses, 
including the Herpes virus, provides 
justification for testing your 
Lentinus edodes extract in the NCI 
anti-HIV screen. Your Florida 
Mycology Research Center provides 
avaluable resource in our search for 
new drugs from natural sources.” 

‘A call to Dr. Joseph 
Hoffman—Director of the University 
of Arizona's College of 
Agriculture—produced a similar 
positive evaluation of Pecle’s work: 
“Peele’s work is encouraging 
because it opens up a whole new 
area of research. It’s just unfortunate 
that he ran into some blind legal 
problems, but we're used to dealing 
with things like that from our 
suppliers.” 

Hoffmann followed up the call 
with a letter in which he notes that 
“one of the compounds recovered 
from an extract of psilocybin grown 
by Stephen Peele inhibits the molting 
growth phase of certain insects...a 
very important discovery which 
could open up the entire field of 
bio-rationally designed 
insecticides.” 

asked Peele whether it was worth 
all the hassle, the sideways glances 
from the posh-posh world of 
Saturday afternoon mushroom 
growers and harassment from the 
State and the DEA. 

He smiled. “I guess some people 
think I'm crazy, but what choice do I 
have? I believe in what I believe in, 
and I know I'm right. Mushrooms 
have been used medicinally by some 
cultures for thousands of years. 
We're just in the infant stages of 
investigation. So I guess we'll stick 
with it.” @

Northwest 

PSILOCYBE BAEOCYSTIS— 
Greyish-purple spore print. The 
entire mushroom bruises 
greenish-blue. Found growing on 
wood chips, decaying peat moss, 
and sometimes found on lawns. It 
usually occurs from summer into 
early winter. 

PSILOCYBE CYANESCENS— 
Purple brown spore color. The 
entire mushroom bruises blue. 
Found on wood chips, twigs, and 
leaves. It usually occurs from 
summer into early winter. 

PSILOCYBE PELLICULOSA— 
Dark purple brown spore print. 
The stem bruises blue. It is found 
on well decayed conifer wood, 
and around conifer (pine) forests. 
Also found in grass and fields at 
the margin of conifer stands. It 
usually occurs in the fall. 

PSILOCYBE STUNTZII—Dark 
purple brown spore print. The 
margin of the cap and the stem 
bruise to greenish-blue. It is 
found growing on decayed wood 
and chips. Can also be found on 
bark mulch and lawns. Usually 
found in the fall, but is also 
known to occur during all other 
seasons. 


Northeast 

PSILOCYBE CAERULIPES— 
Purple brown spore print. The 
entire mushroom bruises blue. 
This reaction may take longer 
than with other Psilocybes. They 
are found growing on decayed 
hardwood logs or chips, 
especially maple or birch. They 
appear in the summer and early 
fall following good rains. 

PSILOCYBE SILVATICA— 
Purple brown spore print. It 
displays very faint blue reaction. 
It is found on decaying conifer 
chips or logs in the fall. It is not 
very potent. 


Southeast 

PSILOCYBE CUBENSIS— 
Purple brown spore print. The 
entire mushroom bruises blue. 
When bottom portion of stem is 
rubbed, it immediately turns a 
yellowish-brown. The golden 
colored cap and deep purple ring 
on the stalk make for easy 
identification. It is found growing 


directly from composted cow 
pies, and sometimes horse 
manure. They appear after rains 
during months when the 
temperature is 70 degrees F or 
above. It is also one of the easiest 
of all mushrooms to cultivate. 

NOTE—Isolated finds may 
sometimes occur. Those of you 
who live in the Southwest may do 
better going into other areas or 
Mexico.

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last a few years, due to the loss of the 
mono and di-turpines. 

Wrapping in plastic and aluminum 
might not be a great idea either. As 
plastic goes stale over a period of 
years, it may release toxic gasses. 
Some plastics, such as polyethylene, 
which is used for plastic bags, carry 
an electrical charge that attracts the 
glandular trichomes which contain 
the THC. You can see the glands held 
by charge on the inside of stash bags. 
Any aluminum oxides created natu- 
rally over the years may migrate to the 
marijuana because of the difference in 
electrical charges between the two 
substances. 

I would keep the buds in a glass jar 
in a freezer filled with an inert gas 
such as CO,, nitrogen (N,) or nitrous 
oxide (NO,). Glass Is inert, it has no 
electrical charge and does not affect 
the material in any way. An Inert gas 
prevents oxidation and does not en- 
courage evaporation of the volatile 
oils. To prepare a container, first fill it 
with the vegetative material. Then us- 
ing a tube attached to a gas tank, fill 
the jar with a strong steady blast of 
gas, then close tightly until sealed. 
Place the jar in the freezer. 


Dear Ed, 

I'm in the process of setting up a grow 
room in my basement, which has cinder- 
block wails, and I'll have to build a 
wooden partition for the other two walls of 
the room. Should I cover the block with tin 
foil or paint it white, or should a smooth 
surface be put up to cover the crevices of 
the block and then painted? 

My room is 8’ x 12’ x 8” high. Using 4’ 
fluorescents, how many will be sufficient? 
How many plants should | grow?

Fill In the cinder block with plaster and 
then paint with flat white or use the 
dull side of aluminum to create a re- 
flective surface in the room. 

The room will probably be divided 
by a center aisle of 30”, leaving two 
grow areas, each about 2’9 wide x 12’ 
long. For each foot of width, at least 
two tubes are required, so the width of 
each space should have a minimum of 
six tubes. If the space is 12’ long and 
the tubes are 4’ long, then three fix- 
tures will be required. Over each grow 
section, there should be a minimum of 
18 tubes. They should be hung so that 
they are not far from the tops of the 
plants. It would be much easier to light 
this garden with HID lamps.

The two problems with big lights in a 
very small area are heat buildup and 
intensity. Imagine placing a 500W 
heater at the top of the garden. This is 
about the same amount of heat that is 
being produced by a 450W light. Dissi 
pating this heat can be an almost in- 
surmountable problem. Presuming 
that your unit is five feet tall or about 
25 cubic feet, a fan moving 15-20 cubic 
feet per minute (CFM) out of the box 
might keep the heat in the low 80s if 
the intake air is in the low 70s. At that 
rate of air flow, it would be impossible 
to enrich the system with CO,. 

Light intensity is another problem. 
Ten thousand lumens will stress the 
plant unless it has enough water and 
nutrients. Although the growing con- 
ditions are controlled, it may be hard 
to satisty the plant’s needs when it is 
metabolizing and photosynthesizing 
at such a fast rate. 

A single 150w HPS should take care 
of the plants’ light needs and not cre- 
ate heat problems.

Dear Ed, 

Is it possible to light a grow room with 
mercury vapor bulbs or quartz halogen 
lamps? 

—O'Leary's Run

Yes, but these lamps are not the best 
ones for cultivation. Mercury vapor 
lamps give off most of their light in 
spectrums not used very efficiently by 
the plants, so most of the light gener- 
ated Is of no use. A metal halide (MH) 
conversion bulb manufactured for use 
in amercury vapor ballast can be used 
to replace the mercury vapor bulb. The 
MH bulb has a much better spectrum 
for growing. 

Quartz halogen (QH) bulbs are really 
incandescents which have a more bal- 
anced light spectrum. They are very 
inefficient producers of light. You 
would be better off with a 400-watt MH 
or high pressure sodium (HPS) lamp. 
Although the initial cost of the HID 
lamps is higher, they produce much 
more light than GH lights. If the cost of 
producing light Is considered as part 
of the total cost of the lamp, then HID 
lamps are cheaper than QH lamps. 


Dear Ed, 

I have 12 Skunk #1 clones under a 
400W MH light cycled at 18 hours on and 
6 hours off. | would like to have space for 
anew batch of clones. 

If | moved the older plants to a well-lit 
window, wouldn't they flower through 
March, since there is less than 12 hours 
of light during the winter and no more 
than 13 till the end of March? Could the 
flowering be continued through the sum- 
merifthe plants were moved to a closet at 
night and then set out a few hours later in 
the morning, just so long as the 12 hours 
on/12 hours off photoperiod was 
maintained?

the officer to make the following observa- 
tions: 


1. Be suspicious if the driver gets out of 
the car. 

2. Look at the license plates. (They want 
to see if the car is from a trafficking 
state.) 

3. Look for indications that the vehicle's 
state of registration has changed. 
Decals, stickers, license tags, dealer 
ID s are all clues. 

4. Look for scraped-off rental stickers. 
5. Notice if the trunk key and driver's key 
are held separately, especially a keyring 
with ignition key only. 

6. Look for a messed-up or tampered- 
with passenger compartment. Telltale 
signs are seats ajar, duct tape on dash 
7. Notice any unusual odors, such as 
marijuana, heavy perfume, or chemicals 
such as ether. 

8. Look for substances which mask 
odors. Deodorizer cans or car hang-ups, 
coffee grounds, talcum powder, cedar 
shavings, etc. 

9. Is the driver nervous? 

10. Look for a clean dash and rear deck. 
41. Notice if thereis anything buta small 
travel bag in the passenger compart- 
ment. Is luggage or a spare tire in the 
passenger compartment? 

42. Look for marijuana. Roaches in the 
ash tray, baggies in the visor, roach clips 
with residue, seeds on the floor. 

13. Look for radar detectors and CB 
radios. 

14, Look for high mileage in relation to 
the car's age. 


When looking at the driver's docu- 
ments, the film advises officers, be alert 
for a car owned or rented by someone 
other than the occupant of the car. The of- 
ficer should also note if the car and driver 
are from different states, if the car has 
been recently registered, and if it is an ex- 
pensive car without a lien. 

The film stresses that the officer must 
return the documents after the comple- 
n of the traffic stop, so that the person 
is free to go, but that he should try to 
engage the individual in a “friendly con- 
versation” in which the origin, destina- 
tion, and nature of the trip, and ownership 
of the car is learned. 

One suggestion is that the officer 
should ask if the suspect is carrying ille- 
gal drugs or weapons. Then ask if he can 
look. Then the suspect is asked to sign a 
written consent form. The suspect should 
be asked to open the trunk himself to es- 
tablish the fact that the suspect had con- 
trol over it as well as to reinforce consent. 
The search should be done on the high- 
way, the film says, so that there is no de- 
tense that the subject was not free to go. 
(There was no arrest.) @

towards Abbie, and especially Jerry, 
whom he despised. He developed this 
whole idea that the Yippies were over 
the hill. They were making too much 
money off the youth movement, and it 
was time for somebody else, for the 
people, to get back in there. 

HT: What about Pie Kill, the company 
that would throw a pie in someone's 
face for a small fee? 

RW: We started it as a personal service 
thing, and it grew to such a big in- 
dustry. Now they deliver everything—- 
strippers and candygrams and flowers 
and blah blah. Tom was a big inspira- 
tion for that because he threw the pie at 
the congressional investigator. They 
had one of these hearings on Un- 
American Activities, including por- 
nography in the underground press. I 
think it was in 1970. He went to 
Washington to testify on behalf of the 
Underground Press Syndicate. He was 
in his parson’s coat and black hat, and 
just hit the guy in the face with a pie.

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UNFUNNY BOOKS 


by Lou Stathis. 

Last year, the magic phrase in the big- 
time publishing biz was “graphic 
novels.” Every book-slinger in New York 
City was out sniffing the trail, and 
baying packs of eager-assed young 
editors were being unleashed daily to 
chase down the word on these strange 
comic bo—er, graphic novel things. This 
frenzied bloodhounding resulted, not 
surprisingly, in a brief burst of fierce 
editorial buying—much of it 
incautious—followed by a measured 
withdrawal to wait for sales figures, 
from which judgment would be made on 
how the consuming public would 
respond to further excretions of fat, 
expensive comic books. 

And now, the stats are in. The verdict? 
Thumbs down, for the most part. A 
couple of the things—Art Spiegelman's 
Maus (Pantheon) and Frank Miller's The 
Dark Knight Retums (DC Comics/ 
Warner Books)—did quite well (cranking 
up everyone's expectations), several 
others disappointed by doing just 
okay—Harvey Pekar's American 
Splendor books (Doubleday/Dolphin) 
and Alan Moore/Dave Gibbons’ 
Watchmen (DC/Warner)—but most of 
‘emstiffed the big one. Consequently, 
industry parrot-wisdom has changed 
from over-enthusiasm to “graphic 
novels don't sell” and a full retreat is 
underway. 

The “graphic novel” is, like much of 
what gets peddled to us, a bogus 
mongrelization invented as a part of a 
marketing strategy. You can’t have 
“graphic novels” any more than you can 
have cinematic or radio novels. They're 
just comics that go on for more pages 
than usual; novels are something else 
entirely. But comics have such a rotten 
reputation in this country—reading one 
in public is like wearing a neon sign that 
“arrested adolescent who can't get 
that a new name (or packaging 


concept, or marketing category) had to 
be invented to convince people that 
first, no one’s gonna laugh at you for 
spending ten bucks on this picture-filled 
book, and second, you might actually 
enjoy the thing once you've read it. As 
one editor told me, you've got to make 
things more “book-like" to sell ‘em to 
bookstore buyers. So, substitute the 
more adult and serious-sounding 
“graphic” for “comic”, and slap “novel” 
on the end of it to give the impression 
that you actually have to read to get. 
through it. Perfect, eh? Apparently not. 

Comics is comics—meaning, they're 
a visual shorthand ideally suited to 
concise formats, either strips, short 
stories (comic-book length: 20-30 
Pages), or serials. Like rock 'n’ roll or 
cartoons, the rhythm of comics just 
doesn't make it in extended forms; they 
don't carry the eye along in a smooth, 
easy flow the way straight text does. You 
have to stop and scan each individual 
panel's visuals, digesting all the 
information contained therein, and then 
read the words as well (comics at their 
best require full comprehension of 
both). This leads to a jerky reading 
thythm, which quickly tires the eye (and 
brain), and means that the reader will 
probably not want to sit and consume 
long comics for extended periods. So 
optimal reading time is about 15-30 
minutes—or a quick, one-sitting 
consumption. Longer, 100 +-page 
comics are thus rendered too unwieldy 
for casual readers, while 
simultaneously leaving the clowns 
feeling like they ain't getting their 
money's-worth because the word-per- 
square-inch count is so much lower than 
in “regular” text novels. 

But, despite all this badmouthing, I'm 


not saying that comics have no business 


in long, bookstore-distributed formats. 
Nope—this package is best suited to 


collections of previously-published, 
shorter works, | think. That way the 
immediacy and basic rhythm of the stuff 
is preserved in its original, cheaper 
format (at a buck-to-two-bucks a throw, 
comics are just about the cheapest 
entertainment around), and then, later 
on, posterity can be served by an 
omnibus book edition. Makes sense, 
don't it? 


RECOMMENDED READING

‘ore still arriving in my HIGH TIMES mail 
box. In past issues I've mentioned most of 
the defunct (and collectable) ‘80s review 
publications, and told you how to subscribe 
to over a dozen others still being mailed 
out by hard working gorehounds around the 
country. 

Here are six more that are new to me. 
These homemade publications range from 
‘one sheet of paper with type on both sides 
toa 44-page magazine. The editor/writers 
range from people that you might meet at a 
Star Trek convention to guys who are 
obsessed by real life mass murderers and 
cinematic sex and violence. Alll of these 
mags are of interest to somebody. 
Personally, | like publications that can tell 
me something | can't find out in slick pro- 
zines and that review a lot of obscure 
videos. If you love horror, exploitation, or 
even science-fiction movies; choose from 
this (alphabetical) list, enjoy unique views, 
cond support a large and growing 
underground movement that has spread to 
Europe and Australia, (I'll get to foreign 
fanzines in a future issue.) 

BLOOD TIMES—The newest third issue 
of this bi-monthly, xeroxed video guide 
reviews 22 PSYCHOTRONIC tapes and is 
illustrated with movie ad art. A bargain at 
60¢ an issue, a one-year subscription is 
$3.60. Best of all the Blood Times staff 
convinced me to find and rent a tape I'd 
never heard of: CITY OF SHADOWS, a 


science-fiction, film noir, action flick that 
they hint is like BLADERUNNER by John 
Waters (!). Send your checks or money 
orders to publisher Louis Paul or editor 
Heidi Stock at Retrospective Rock 
Enterprises, 115 E. 4th St., Brooklyn, NY 
11218. 

DRACULINA—I only have one issue 
(#7) of this irregularly published mag, but 
its 44 pages feature letters, interviews, 
articles and lots of photos. The interviews 
include John Waters, LAST HOUSE ON 
THE LEFT director Sean Cunningham, and 
SPIT ON YOUR GRAVE star Camille 
Keaton. Articles cover lesbian vampire 
movies and wrestling women mags and 
tapes. The photos are mostly a mixture of 
the kind you would find in a mixture of 
Fangoria and Celebrity Skin. Some of the 
contributors are well known from other 
fonzines, and the editors are pretty 
organized for fanzine people (they sell 
back issues and rare videotapes, and 
encourage you to use your credit cards). A 
four issue subscription is $12 from 
Draculina Publishing, P.O. Box 115, Moro, 
IL 62067. Also ask for info on their other 
publication, Maniac Shopper. 

ECCO—The first eight-page issue of 
Ecco is dedicated to "Mondo Movies; 
those fascinating/sick documentaries that 
were popular mostly from ‘63 to'71. Editor 
Charles Kilgore has included rare photos 
and ads and a well researched, detailed 


guide to some of the more notorious mondo, 


movies with room left to review some 
recent horror tapes. He also sellls rare 
original posters for classics like SWEDEN, 
HEAVEN AND HELL, MONDO PAZZO and 
of course ECCO, a film known for its 
segment about a French human “pin 
cushion”. Send $6 for six issues to Ecco, 
P.O. Box 65742, Washington, DC 20035. 
GRIND— In HIGH TIMES (March, ‘88) | 
mentioned Richard Green’s CONFESSIONS 
OF A TRASH FIEND, one of my favorite 
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early ‘80s fanzines. Well, Richard is back 
with Grind and he still likes to review a 
wide range of releases, from inane teen sex 
comedies to twisted foreign “art” films and 
the usual horror oddities. Grind is small 
(both sides of one page), but some of the 
best ‘zines from six years ago were even 
smaller. Issues are only 50¢ or $5 for a year 
cof monthly issues. Write Green at PO Box 
32, Old Bridge, NJ 08857. 

SOME LIKE IT CHILLED—A 30-page 
mag, issue #2 features an interview with 
Clive Barker and an interesting 
transcription of a lecture by Joe Dante, so 
it's more mainstream than some of these 
publications and resembles the old style 
fonzines that flourished in the ‘60s. Also 
featured are reviews of other fanzines, a 
few movie reviews, and a guide to TV film 
critics. Four irregularly published issues are 
$10 from Dennis K. Fischer, 366 N. 
Spaulding Ave. #12, LA, CA 90036, 

TRASH COMPACTOR—| only have one 
issue (#10) of this north of the border mag, 
but I want more! It's a unique 32-page look 
at some pretty sick cinema and features 
great large reproductions of rare ads for 
movies and (other strange items). Besides 
articles about Chesty Morgan (an “actress” 
with 73-32-36 measurements) and some of 
my favorite (good) sick movies, PRIVATE 
PARTS and THE HONEYMOON KILLERS, 
there’s a hard to believe article—The Top 
Ten Castration Films(!). Like Blood Times, 
several of the contributors are female, still 
rarity in the mostly male horror fan world. 
I wish | knew what the subscription rate is, 
but on issue will cost you $3.50, from 233A 
College St., Toronto, Canada, MST IR4. 
You might even want to request the earlier 
special, "Sick Fuck Movies” issue. 

For one brief year when I was a kid, one 
publisher (Warren) had two horror 
magazines on the stands (Famous Monsters 
of Filmland and Monster World) and one 

science fiction magazine (SPACEMAN). 

For the first time in 24 (') years, another 
company has a similar line-up, and it’s great 
news for people who can’t get enough 
about PSYCHOTRONIC movies. Starlog, a 
company that has successfully published 
Fangoria and Starlog for years, has added 
another horror title, Gorezone. It features 
the usual full color gory pictures, plus 
reviews and articles by some people who 
publish fanzines (or used to, like me), as 
well as a helpful Video Watchdog section. 
And if that isn’t enough, another company 
has started a slick nationwide newsstand 
magazine called Horror Fan. All this 
publication activity is welcomed by me and 
just goes to prove that people with boring 
day jobs and access to xerox machines 
knew what was going on years before the 
publishers in tall buildings in Manhattan, 
who are still trying to figure out what might 
sell. Like | said before, if you're really into 
this stuff and rent a lot of movies, you can 
buy all the prozines and fanzines and still 
not be totally prepared for the current glut 
of tapes out there. But it can be a lot of fun 
trying. @

of the record industry to start handing 
out awards for the ROCK'N'ROLL 
HALL OF FAME—as if, after last 
year's acid-induced ramblings by 
Mike Love, anyone could bother to 
take such bullshit seriously. Well, 
those who are inducted (sentenced?) 
are given quite a bit of publicity, so 
maybe it does help put some bucks in 
their pockets, but remember: the guys 
in charge of giving the awards are the 
same sperm-guzzling twerps who 
tipped them off for their songwriting 
and publishing royalties way back 
when and, in many cases (c.f. Bo 
Diddley), are still raking in the 
kopecks from it (more kopecks than 
ever, since Madison Ave. is buying 
the rights to old hits for TV 
commercials at an insatiable rate).

Ike Turner has been nominated 
as part of a package deal with ex- 
wife/punching-bag Tina Turner (who 
doesn't deserve it; Ike's contributions 
go back to 1950 and are astounding; 
all she did was wiggle her snapper 
and give up real R&R as soon as she 
could get away from old slave driver 
Ike).

They'll never get in cause it's all 
bullshit! Ten of the 30 nominees 
recorded for Atlantic Records or one 
of its subsidiaries. Atlantic seems to

1). JAMES BURTON—session guitar 
genius behind Ricky Nelson, Bob 
Luman, Elvis, Dale Hawkins, ad 
infinitum, the original chicken pickin’ 
master of the Telecaster. 

2). RENE HALL—another session 
guitar slinger, producer and arranger 
who jammed severe distorted guitar 
on hits by Ritchie Valens, Larry 
Williams, Little Richard, Sam Cooke, 
Marvin Gaye, the Routers, and 
thousands more. Rock'n'roll would've 
sounded very soft without his 
influence. 

3). KEN NELSON—Capitol Records 
A&R man/producer responsible for 
signing and producing Gene Vincent, 
Buck Owens, Esquerita, the Five 
Keys, Rose Maddox, Skeets 
McDonald, Merril Moore, and many 
others. A sharper set of ears the 
music biz never saw again. 

4). DAVE BARTHOLOMEW—New 
Orleans band leader who put 
together the band that backed Little 
Richard, Fats Domino (whose hits he 
produced and co-authored), Lloyd 
Price, Roy Brown, I could fill the 
whole mag with names he’s worked 
with. The rolling sound of New 
Orleans rock'n'roll is the sound of the 
Dave Bartholomew Orchestra, still 
going strong to this very day. 

5). EDDIE COCHRAN—Best known for 
“Summertime Blues”, he amassed an 
amazingly solid catalogue of 
rock'n'roll classics in his short life 
and was one motherfucker of a guitar 
player. 

6). LEE ALLEN—Tenor sax player 
extraordinaire, that’s Lee on all of 
Little Richard's and Fats Domino's 
hits with his big fat tone and endless 
imagination. He even topped the 
charts on his lonesome with "Walkin’ 


With Mr. Lee” and still toots some 
nasty sounds when called upon 
(spent the early ‘80s touring with the 
Blasters at a fraction of his normal 
fee, how's that for dedication). 

7). DION—He's a shoo-in, but he 
deserves it, one of the most soulful 
white voices ever. 

8). EARL PALMER—Was to drums 
what Lee Allen was to Tenor sax. 
Hear him pound out the definitive 
rock'n'roll stomp on sides by Little 
Richard, Fats Domino, Ritchie 
Valens, etc. Today he heads the 
Musicians Union and never picks up 
the sticks, but there never was a 
better rock'n'roll drummer, never, 
ever. 

9). THE “5” ROYALES—The most 
gospel-based, rawest and most 
soulful of the early vocal groups, also 
one of the first outfits to explore the 
possibilities of extreme guitar 
distortion courtesy of Lowman 
Pauling, their resident genius (and 
the man Steve Cropper cites as his 
main inspiration). Best remembered 
for the original versions of "Dedicated 
To the One I Love” and “Think”, they 
left a legacy rivaled only by the 
Dominoes (whose lead singers Clyde 
McPhatter and Jackie Wilson have 
already been inducted) and the 
Midnighters. 

10). THE TEENAGERS— Another shoo- 
in, but hey, people are still imitating 
Frankie Lymon (Ronnie Spector and 
Michael Jackson have made nice 
careers of it) and who could resist 
voting for a guy who was a star at age 
10 and a dead junkie before he 
reached legal voting age. @

That's how Emerald Triangle, the 
first-ever computer game about growing 
pot, begins. Although it bills itself as 
“The Adventure Game", Emerald 
Triangle is neither a text adventure, nor 
an arcade-style computer game. It's more 
like an interactive instruction manual on 
how to grow pot in the great outdoors. 

First, you buy a few female plants and 
all the necessary supplies—everything 
from chicken wire to rat traps to HIGH 
‘TIMES (you can even pay your NORML 
dues). As you plant, irrigate and 
camouflage, helpful hints—like “paint 
the chicken wire so it doesn’t shine in 
the sun”—appear. Kicking back and 
relaxing, as well as listening to local 
gossip (‘‘Spy planes can see your crop 
from 50,000 feet!” and “A senator says 
END PROHIBITION! Profits could 
evaporate!”), are essential to winning. 

The problem with Emerald Triangle 
is, no matter how well you play the game, 
more than likely a CAMP helicopter will 
swoop down and bust you. (Hmm... 
maybe this game is TOO realistic!)
